CASTING IRON AND 
CONCRETE PIPES. 


“ Centrifugal PK Ge of Casting Iron and 
also Concrete Pipes” was the subject of a 
lecture delivered by Mr. P. H. W lg 
M.I.M.E., in the Physics Theatre, National 


University, Earlsfort terrace, on Monday 
night, to the members of the Engineering 
d Scientific Association of Irelan 


“There was @ large attendance of enginee;, 
and those interested in the process described 
by the lecturer. He said, though long known, 
the process was but of recent development. 
The method was a special one of casting pipes 
by spinning, after pouring the metal out 
through a spout, which, as it is poured oy 
to a mill which received it, the metal rotate, 
at a great velocity in the mill, the result 
being that the metal to a great extent wound 
like a ribbon, and became a pipe which ix 
75 per cent. stronger than the ordinary cast 
iron pipe and 25 cent. lighter in weight.

were, of course, indispensible to the old 
methods of manufacture of pipes in castiroy. 
His method w one which revolutionised tha 
| whole system of iron pipe manufacture and 
permitted the introduction of labour-saving 
devices—at the same time considerably 
proving the conditions under which the 
workers could operate. 


Mr. Wilson went on to show, by the aid 
of lantern slides, the various processes of 
manufacture.

THE LATE MR. JAMES 
GINNELL, C.E. 


The death of Mr. James Ginnell at 
residence, 24 Clyde road, Dublin, on t' 
29th ultimo, marks the passing of a great 
Irishman, whose name is closely linked w: 
important engineering and financial ente 
prises in different parts of the world. — 
Born in Delvin, Co, Westmeath, over | 
years ago, Mr. Ginnell read a distinguish¢ 
course in engineering in the Dublin of the 
late eighties, and was associated with the 
ten prominent city firms of Stanford an 
Flakner and 5. Fraser, M.I1.C.E.. 
several undertakings of Irish. interest, 
cluding the Rathmines waterworks, the Pen 
broke main drainage, and the Rathangan and 
Lerr arterial drainage systems. He afte 
wards practised in Dublin for six yea! 
specialising in railway and tramway cc 
struction, harbour projects, and water sup- 
plies, and in extensive surveys and plans for 
té Parliament and Privy Council of the 


“After building the Galway to Clifden Ra 
way in 1895,.Mr. Ginnell went abroad for the 
first time on behalf of Jardine and Matheson. 
of Hong Kong, at the time involved in 4 
dispute with the Siamese Government over 
the construction of the Bangkok-Korat Rail- 
way. Mr. Ginnell represented the firm in the 
arbitration proceedings, and secured the full 
recognition of their claims. In this way 
began a career of nearly thirty years of 
brilliant achievement in foreign lands. 
Harbours, waterworks, drainage and irri- 
gation schemes, and town ihe 
claimed the attention of the deceased en 
neer during his earlier years abroad, but he 
will best be remembered by his ‘business 
friends and professional colleagues over 
three continents as a railway projector and 
pioneer for international financial interests 
and foreign Governments. His surveys em- 
braced the Federated Malay States, Man 
churia, Mongolia, Central, Eastern and 
Southern China; the Philippines, Borneo, 
South East Siberia, the Northern and the 
Main Island of Japan. Among the more 
important of his railway ventures are a well:

struction estimate was £6,500,000, the net- 
work in the Philippines, the railway throug):

From 1918 to 1922 Mr. Ginnell gave his 
services to the Colonial Government in the 
Colony of Nigeria on the Lagos Harbour

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THE CHANGES THAT 


TIME BRINGS. 


M. BRIAND'S PLACE IN 
THE SUN. .

(By PAMELA HINKSON.) 


We went through French country at 
sunset, which faded to dusk, and 
a long streak in the sky, reflected in 
still water ‘between high poplar trees. 
Hazebrouck and Lille, magic names, were 
spoken carelessly in instructions concern- 


ing dinner. We could eat before we came 
to Hazebrouck. At Lille the dining car 
was taken off. So we went through Haze- 


brouck in the green dusk, and no one 
looked up from his plate. , Afterwards 
there was more quiet country and still 
water between poplar trees. 

Hazebrouck, like Lille, was only black 
roofs against the sky. If someone who 
had known it ten years ago had got out to 
walk through the familiar streets, he 
might not have been able to find the way. 
There was a town in the summer of 1918 
where the grass grew high in the streets 
and the fruit ripened and fell in the 
deserted ardens. An Me! | 
subaltern, who was mess secretary, pick 
the fruit quite illegally for his mess, and 
then fled away because the overgrown 
gardens frightened and depressed him 
suddenly. 

Ancient history. The train carried us 
into more significant country now. To 
travel from Calais to Wiesbaden in these 
days is to fee] oneself in the very centre 
of European politics. In the dawn, 
unfamiliar stations were like small 
anxious faces, hali-hidden in the grey 
light. Directions written up in German 
and French bewildered us at first—also 
the discovery that our French guard had 
departed during the night, though we had 
not passed the frontier. The statigns 
assed, still hiding themselves in mystery 
ike sad, grey ghosts. They were small 
country stations, and they might have 
been frightened by their sudden 
importance. Against the pale sky, blue 
figures showed with a strange clearness— 
the horizon blue which is unmistakable. 
It might have been chosen long ago for 
this only—to stand out against German 
country as no other colour stands out. 


RED, GOLD AND BLACK. 


The explanation came with a map, on 
which the Saar is marked white. While 
we thrilled at cur importance at one of 
those stations, an old German out of a 
fairy tale brought a ladder and climbed 
above the heads of French soldiers to 
water a hanging pot of geraniums. We 
had come out of the grey mist’ and the 


| 


geraniums were scarlet in the early morn- | 


ing sun. Above the blue-clad figures they 
waved triumphantly; so that for a 
moment one thought of red, gold and 
black making a flag in this No Man’s 
land marked white qi,the map. 

The red, gold and k flag goes up and 
down the Rhine these days, side by. side 
with the flag of the Republic, and the 
French flag flown triumphantly by tugs 
puffing and panting under their heavy 
weight of Saar coal or bringing supplies 
to Mainz. Very soon now this will be 
ancient history, too. One of these days 
we shall tell our grandchildren how we 
saw French boats on the Rhine, the 
French flag flying over the Mainz, steel- 
helmeted soldiers in the streets. It will 
be as though we in our time talked of 
Waterloo. 

Meanwhile, this country lives as a 
country must live, although it is the 
board on which the game of European 

olitics is played. On either side of the 

hine, up and down which the French 
tgs come and go, the vines climb the 
hills to the sky. There are farmers in 
Nassau and in the Rhineland who will 
remember French and British Army 
manoeuvres which damaged their land— 
until they forget that, too. Occasionally 
an accident occurred in those manceuvres. 
A French Colonial soldier drove a lorry 
into a pit or a French aviator crashed. 
On these occasions the village turned ont 
to render assistance, and European 
politics were quite forgotten. Yet one 
wonders if that French aviator had time 
to think as he crashed with French soil 
beneath him, and if he had ever crashed 
before on German soil and been taken 

risoner. For a story-writer the possi- 

ilitics are endless in this international 
zone, where the destinies of Europe lie. 
History books do not write the story of 
the individual. 


THROBBING WITH LIFE. 


Wiesbaden is a cosmopolitan town, full 
of holiday makers. One may learn less 
there than in Cologne, which is a living 
German town, and was ours for so long. 
Or was it ever ours? In our colossal 
vanity we thought that it was; but to 
revisit Cologne to-day, freed from the 
occupation, 1s to come, after all, to a 
strange town—something hid from us all 
those years, the spirits, perhaps, of this 
most German, most living of towns. 
Cologne, we thought, never looked like 
this; never when an army of 400,000 men 
filled it to overflowing did it throb with 
life as it throbs to-day. During all those 
years of indignity, when we called the 
town ours, the old spirits hid from us. 
Did they creep back, taking their own, 
when the last British soldier marched for 
the last time through those narrow streets 
to the station? 

Time was when English people were 
stopped in those streets by strangers: 
“You are not going to leave us?” ‘ You 
are not going to abandon us to the 
French ?’’ : 

Cologne might have seemed our town, 
but British soldiers in Wiesbaden are a 
mere accident in the streets. One feels 
already that the occupation is over. The 


Army talk in thesé days of going ht me’ 


next summer, of the last winter on the 


Rhine. It has ceased to be an occupying 
army, and has become a mere irritating 
accident. 


There is irritation beyond the patience 
after all these years. “You think the 
British and French will leave? Whén?” 
They are looking forward, not back, and 
these foreign armies on their soil force 
them back all the time. 

British soldiers in the streets are a 
mere accident, but the French do it 
differently. They might have chosen the 
horizon blue to stand out clear and sharp 
against the white buildings, the woods 
and parks and flowers; ioe is scarlet 
everywhere, although no scarlet and black 
of the old Germany shows. Still, in the 
shops, books about and by Aristide 
Briand show what they have ‘been think- 
ing of him. His face looks out at one 
from the cover of ‘‘ Frankreich und 
Deutschland, Von Aristide Briand,” with 
a foreword by Gustav Stresemann, in the 


very middle of the window. They were 
writing books about this peacemaker 
while French troops were still on German 


soil. Some patriots found fault with the 
Mayor of Cologne for receiving Monsieur 
Herriot. when he came to the Press 
exhibition, for that reason. . 

There was a week when they talked only 
of Briand’s disarmament speech, and were 


bitter. Peace then was a dream. The 
ne ker had only deceived them for 
his own ends. “ He is a great orator,” a 


German Jew said with a characteristic 
aloofness. Then came renewed negotia- 
tions for the evacuation of the Rhineland, 
and hope again.

A Centenarian Minister. 


The mention of the name of the Rev. 
Hugh McIntyre Butler, retired minister 
of Magilligan. Presbyterian Church, in a 
Northern newspaper has reminded a corre- 
spondent of an interesting visit he paid 
there years ago to this remarkable 
centenarian. It was in the month of 
February, and the wind blowing in from 
the Foyle across Magilligan’s wide, un- 
sheltered levels was keen. Yet the visitors 
saw to their surprise as they drove up to 
the Manse the old gentleman—then ninety- 
nine years—wandering about the manse 
grounds without an overcoat, careless of 
the gusty wind. His mental vigour was 
even more surprising. 

One of the visitors was at that time 
doing some research work on the career of 
a notable Dublin man, Rev. Dr. James 
Carlile, who was one of the ministers of 
Mary’s Abbey Presbyterian Church, in 
Capel street, from 1813 till 1854, and was 
during several years the principal 
architect of the new national system of 
education when it was in shaping in the 
‘thirties. He could find nobody who had 
personal recollection of Dr. Carlile. But 
Mr. Butler remembered bim distinctly, as 
also other notabilities of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church of those far-away days. 
especially Rev. Dr. Cooke. y 

For two hours Mr. Butler entertained 
his visitors with a flow of reminiscence 
and crisp, well-salted talk that required 
no other stinmulus than a judicious ques- 
tion now and then. One of them counts 
it a particular distinction that he received 
a vigorous punch from Mr. Butler's 
right in the excitement and talk to drive 
home some point he was making. And he 
was not a little gratified when, in response 
to his eager request, the old minister pre- 
sented him with his photograph and signed 
it with a pen that shook only a little. 
Certainly senile decay has not yet seriously 
impaired the faculties and powers of the 
Father of the General Assembly. Among 
the clergymen of Ireland has Mr. Butler 
any rival in point of years?

A curious incident is related in the 
history of the Dodder, which has indeed 
become sadly tamed. In the seventeenth 
century this once turbulent stream pre- 
sented considerable difficulty to pas- 
sengers from the packets arriving at 
Ringsend. The only means of conveyance 
from this place to the city of Dublin was 
a vehicle known as a “' Ringsend car.” 
Pedestrians found it almost impossible to 
traverse the foreshore, through which the 
Dodder flowed by many streams to the 
sea, and the bridge across it was carried 
away by floods with great frequency. A 
stone bridge which was built between 
1629 and 1637 was hardly finished when 
the river, in one of its risings, altered its 
course so that it flowed by the foot of the 
brid e, instead of underneath it, leaving 
the bridge standing over dry land. 


Doleful Dublin. 


A friend who has just returned from 
abroad tells me that Dublin people look 
sad and depressed compared to the French 
and Italian people, among whom she has 
been travelling.

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NOTEWORTHY INSTANCES.. 


a & —— 
(By GORDON GRANT.) 


HERE are few life-dramas more in- 

teresting and remarkable than those 

of men who, having made a complete 

failure of life, become dead to the world, 

and in a different environment “rise on 

stepping-stones of their dead selves ” to a 
better and regenerated life. 

Twenty years ago there was no more 
dissipated and hopeless young man in the 
North of England than G. , the son 
of a wealthy Lancashire manufacturer. 
He had been sent down from Oxford, and 
on his return home brought such disgrace 
on his family by his low associations and 
drunken habits that one night his father 
turned him out of the house and forbade 
him ever to return. A few days later the 
unfortunate young man’s hat and coat, 
with a letter of farewell, were found on 
the beach near Blackpool, and it was con- 
cluded that his life’s short tragedy was 
closed. 

Last year the father received an urgent 
summons to London, as it proved, to the 
death-bed of the son whose tragic end he 
had mourned a score of years before. It 
appeared that, after the youth had cut 
himself adrift from his old life by leading 
the world to imagine that he was drowned, 
he drifted to London, intending to lose 
his identity there among its millions of 
human atoms. Here he came under the 
influence of a good man, to whom he told 
his story, and who induced him to start 
life anew on different and better lines. 
After a few months’ training he became a 
lay reader and missionary, and the 
balance of his life was given t~ cood work 
in the most squalid slums of the East 
End, where he won the affection and re- 
spect of all. But the life of hardship and 
self-denial developed the seeds of con- 
sumption in him, which, perhaps, his early 
dissipation had sown, and he died happy 
in his father’s arms. 


REFORMED. 
An even more remarkable example of 
reformed life was that of John ee 


young Cornishman, whose life closed to 
the world in the early summer of 1897. 
The son of well-to-do and _ respected 
parents, he fell early into evil habits and 
the companionship of low associates. Even 
his mother’s death, for which his disgrace- 
ful conduct was largely responsible, failed 
to change his life; and the climax came 
when, in a drunken brawl, he struck one 
of his associates a blow which at the time 
appeared fatal. In a sudden impulse of 
remorse he rushed down to the beach, 
and, unseen by any, plunged into the sea, 
with the object of swimming until he was 
exhausted and the waters should close 
over him. This, as far as the world knew, 
was the end of his wasted life. Indeed, 
his very memory was almost forgotten 
when a few years ago news came to the 
Cornish village that the long-lost brother 
had recently died in Melbourne, and had 
left a fortune of £30,000, to be equally 
divided among his brothers and sisters. 
The would-be suicide had been picked up 
a mile out at sea, in a half-conscious con- 
dition, by a passing vessel, and had been 
taken to Melbourne. Here, with the 
terrible lesson of his wrecked life behind 
him, he began the task of reformation, 
and succeeded so well that when he died 
as ‘‘ John M ” he was one of the 
most flourishing and most respected busi- 
ness men in the city. 


REMARKABLE COINCIDENCE. 


In the year 1894 Henry M , the 
manager of a bank in the Midlands, dis- 
appeared, and after his flight it was found 
that the bank’s books had been seriously 
tampered with and that a large sum of 
money was missing. The defaulting 
manager was traced by detectives to Lon- 
don, where it was found that a man, 
bearing the same name, had taken a 
passage on a ship hound for Lisbon—a 
probable destination for a man flying from 
justice. 

Yet Henry M never saw Lisbon ; 
for the vessel foundered in a terrible storm 
in the Bay, and only two of the crew sur- 
vived to tell the tale. Many years 
elapsed, and the crime and consequent 
tragedy were almost forgotten, when the 
bank authorities received a draft from the 
absconding manager for the full sum em- 
bezzled, with interest, and a letter ex- 
pressing profound penitence for his crime 
and regret that he had not been able to 
make reparation earlier.

HOW DEFEAT GAVE 


Mr. Philip Guedalla's second lecture of the 
Lady Ardilaun series, on *‘ Napoleon and His 
Legend,” given yesterday in Alexandra 
Coilege, Dublin, dealt with ‘‘ St. Helena: The 
Making of the Legend: 1815-1821."’ 

The second reign of Napoleon was a very 

different thing from the first. His first reign 
was very largely a negation of the revolution 
—a negation’ of freedom and the principles 
of the Revolution. His first reign was what 
you might call his Old Testament; his New 
Lestament was a very different affair. When 
he came back te try and establish himself 
for the second time, he came to take the 
lace of the restored Bourbon King, Louis 
XVIII. The nation was suffering from the 
irritation of being governed by old gentle- 
men who were trying to pretend that all 
that their country was proud of in the last 
twenty years had never happened. The 
French people were ready for the return of 
Napoleon. He set about to make his reign 
the very opposite of that of the restured 
Bourbon monarch he had replaced, and who 
had been reactionary. He was going to be a 
rogressive, liberal emperor. is new 
Minister uf War, Carnot, was a Republican, 
a man who made his reputation in establish- 
ing the armies of the Paris of the Terror 
and the Committee of Public Safety in the 
height of the Revolution. That was the 
sort of associate Napoleon found congenial 
in his second reign. 

The new Constitution of 1815 was a very 
different thing from that of the old Empire. 
There was mighty little Parliament about the 
old Empire: a iew twittering creatures used 
meet together, but nobody voted for them, 
or was interested in their speeches. 
Now we have a Constitution on the 
British pattern, with two Houses, and 
men who really do things—who are listened 
to when they talk. There is considerable 
hberty for the Press, a very odd feeling for 
the French journalist in 1815. There are 
public Ministers who really are Ministers, not 
just office boys. The Ministers of the First 
Empire—most imposing figures to those of 
us who know their portraits—did no more 
than a junior clerk is allowed to do in an 
office, with no power of originating policy or 
of affecting policy. Instead of these dummies 
and clerks who had been the Ministers of 
the Empire in the first reign of Napoleon. 
there were now to be really responsible 
Ministers, and an amended Constitution. con- 
taining these three very striking deviations 
from the old state of things. He had got so 
far with the building of a liberal Empire 
when the war burst upon him. The allied 
Powers were inclined not to feel safe while 
the Emperor was in France 


FOUR FATEFUL DAYS. 


The best of the British :Army was 
ployed in altering the landscape in 
United States, and a seratch Army was 
thrown into Belgium under a man who had 

n born in Dublin, named Wellington; a 
Prussian force was thrown into Belgium, and 
the Russian steam-roller—as we learnt to call 
it in 19i4—was rolling slowly up towards 
the French frontier. These great forces nevor 
came into play in what took place that 
Sunday morning in the neighbourhood of the 
village of Waterloo. The Emperor dashed 
back to Paris before his troops. Then 
followed what, to my mind, are the most 
tragic and the most interesting three or four 
days in the whole career of the Emperor. 
His countrymen threw him: over. He went 
to the little country house at Malmaison—still 
the loveliest and most interesting thing one 
can see in the neighbourhood of Paris, except. 
perhaps, Le Petit Trianon. There he waited 
in a bewildered way for four days, full of 
plans for a new career. Then he sent to the 
French Government offering to go out as a 
private individual, General Bonaparte, to 
fight the battle of the French people, and 
then go. And they refused him. A _ very

On a summer alternoon, dressed as a 
civilian, he walked out of the little gate 
into a French carriage with four men. There

CHURCH AND STATE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—You report the Very Rev. Canon 
Lyons in to-day’s issue of the Jrish Times as 
Saying: ' It was the English divine, Hooker, 
who elaborated it (Erastianism) into a syn- 
thesis. He laid down that the consent of the 
people, as voiced by Parliament, was neces- 
sary to make Church law valid. And the 
plight of the Protestant Church in England 
to-day provided a striking object-lesson of 
that disastrous theory in practice.” 
quote the words of Pope Clement VIIL., 
when Dr. Stapleton, looking on the English, 
read to the Pope in Latin to the end of the 
frst book of Hooker's ‘ Ecclesiastical 
Polity “1 The Pope, says Izaak Walton, in 
his *‘ Life of Mr. Richard Hooker,” spake 
to this purpose: ‘‘ There is no learning that 
this man hath not searcht into; nothing too 
hard for his understanding; this man indeed 
deserves the name of an author; his books 
will get reverence by age, for there is in 
them such seeds of eternity that, if the 
rest be like this, they shall last till the last 
fire shall consume all learning,” 

It is not often that I write to advocate that 
your readers should pay heed to the voice of 
the Pope, but in regard to Pope Clement 
VHI. and his opinion of Hooker’s first book 
I am on the side of the Pope. Indeed, there 
Is much in the paper of Canon Lyons with 
which everyone who gives thought to the 
subject of Church and State to-day must 
agree, simply because Hooker's first book, 
which is philosophical rather than theological, 
has profoundly influenced all subsequent 
thought on the relation between Church and 
State. When, for example, Pope Leo XIII. 
taught that “ the right to rule is not bound 
up with any special form of government,’ 
he taught what Hooker made clear in his 
day—that any particular form of government 
Is a matter of political expediency. Professor 
Dowden says of Hooker's first book that it 
has “a permanent interest for minds which 
are other than ecclesiastical,” and that in 
the time of the Tudors Hooker anticipated 
the political teaching of Locke. Dr. R. H. 
Murray says: ‘‘ The mind of Hooker contains 
in germ the wonderful conception of Edmund 
Burke that the State is a divine institution.”’ 

The paper of Canon Lyons shows the 
influence of Hooker’s conception of the State 
as a divine institution upon current theught. 
‘ All power to rule comes from God.” The 
more the rulers of any State realise that, 
as rulers, they are exercising a vocation 
which, I think, may not unfairly be described 
as “a priesthood of the laity,’’ surely the 
better for the State. So far as I understand 
the position of Canon Lyons, I do not see 
that he differs much from Hooker, who 
regarded the Church and State as tn essence 
the same body, looked at from different 
angles. If every citizen of the Irish Free 
State were a Roman Catholic, just as Hooker 
regarded every citizen in England in his day 
as a member of the Church of England, I 
suppose that Canon Lyons wo be in even 
=~ agreement with Hooker's thought than 

e is. 

Hooker aid attempt a synthesis: To him 
the Commonwealth and the Church of Eng- 
land were like the base and sides of a 
triangle. Canon Lyons says: “In mixed 
questions each society deals with its own 
side of the case.” He, perhaps unconsciously, 
actually uses Hooker's illustration, but to 
Hooker “a side of the case’’ was like the 
side of a triangle. There was, to Hooker, no 
“- absolute ‘ndependence ' possible between 
Commonwealth and Church, any more than 
between the base and sides of a triangle. 
What God hath joined together man may 
not put asunder. Certain it is, as an his- 
torical fact, that the plight of the Church of 
England to-day is nel ue to the people of 
England putting into practice any 
‘‘ disastrous theory ” taught by Richard 
Hooker. Canon Lyons deserves well, in my 
opinion, of the whole community in directing 
attention to the teaching of Hooker, but let

TELLERS. 


POSITION EXPLAINED BY THE 


SPEAKER. 

Before entering on the business of the day 
in Dail Eireann yesterday, i 

The SPEAKER said—I think it desirable 
to make a brief statement on the taking of 
divisions. After I had announced from the 
chair the numbers returned to me by the 
tellers at the last division taken on Friday, 
a number of points were put to me. Of these 
the only point of order was, it seemed to me, 
whether a teller had a right to vote “Ta 
(Yes), although he had accepted nomination 
as teller for the “ Nils’’ (Noes). 

| stated at the time that, as the point had 
never arisen before, I had not had an oppor- 
tunity of considering it, but gave it as my 
opinion that a deputy who had acted as a 
teller for a icular side should be taken as 
voting for that side, as the normal practice. 
The present system of taking divisions has 
heen in operation since February. 1925. The 
practice has been to add the tellers to the 
numbers passing through the lobbies on the 
respective sides, and that practice is based 
on a minute of a meeting of the Committee 
on Procedure and Privileges held on the 12th 
February, 1925. 

OPINION UNALTERED. 

Since Friday 1 have given further considera- 
lion to the questions raised, and 1 see no 
reason to alter the opimion I expressed on 
Friday. To allow a teller to vote for a side 
pther than that for which he acted as teller 
yould, in my judgment, if the action were 
thallenged, result in rendering the division 
pbortive, and would mean that another divi- 
sion would have to be taken. 

The responsibility for conducting the count 
in the lobbies rests entirely with the tellers, 
who perform that duty on behalf of the 
House. The clerks are responsible only for 
the records of the names of the deputies vot- 
ing, but the tellers are responsible for the 
correctness of the numbers. The Chair is 
concerned only with the record of the num- 
bers as ted to the Chair on the sheet 
signed by the tellers. 

‘hen, therefore, the tellers have agreed on 
the numbers and have signed the tellers’ 
sheet, the Chair must, unless a point of order 
is raised before the figures have been an- 
nounced to the House, declare the result to 
be as found by the tellers, and announce the 
decision to the House accordingly. 

A point of order as to any alleged irregn- 
larity in the taking of a division must be 
made before the figures have been announced 
by the Chair, and if any such point should 
be upheld by the Chair, the only power pos- 
sessed by the Ceann Comhairle (Speaker) or 
the presiding deputy is to order a fresh divi- 


sion. 
A PREVIOUS RULING. 

I might add it has been already ruled 
that if a deputy votes inadvertently in the 
wrong lobby, there is no power in the Chair 
to remedy the error. Once the figures have 
been announced the division is complete, and 
the decision of the House must be declared 
accordingly. 

Mu. COONEY (F.F., Dublin, N.)—I submit 
there were two questions. 

The SPEAKER—Before Deputy Cooney 
puts any point to me I merely made this 


" statement so that we would be clear about 


the taking of divisions on future occasions. 
I cannot go back now on the question raised 
on Friday beyond repeating that when Tellers 
present to the Chair a signed sheet these are 
the numbers, and the Chair has no power to 
alter them.

SENATORS’ TERM OF 
OFFICE. 
GOOD MAJORITY FOR THE 


AMENDING BILL. 


On the report stage of the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 7) Bill, 1928, which deals 
with the term of office of Senators, ' 

Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Co. Clare) moved 
an amendment which would have the effect 
of reducing the term from the proposed nine 
years in the bill to six. He quoted the 
examples of Australia, the United. States, 
Belgium and Czecho-Slovakia, in which 
countries the term of office was much less 
than a oe by the bill. 

Major COOPER (Govt., Dublin County), 
opposing the amendment, asked why Mr. de 

alera did not quote the case of Canada, 
where Senators were elected for life. In this 
country it was necessary that certain in- 
terests should be represented, and for that 
reason it had to be a long term. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that the amendment appeared 
to him to be simply another form of obstruc- 
tion, and designed to destroy the legislation 
already passed regarding the Senate. 

Mr. LEMASS said that no argument had 
been put forward in favour of the nine years’ 
term, except that it was decided by the 
Select Committee, one-half of whom were 
Senators. It was not advisable that the 
Senate should exceed in duration of office the 
lifetime of the Dail. His party believed that 
if they were to have this body maintained, 
then it should be a Senate over which the 
elected representatives of the people should 
exercise an effective control. He thought 
that before the debate concluded some repre- 
sentative of the Government should tell 
them exactly what reasons influenced the 
Executive Council to introduce the bill. 


‘BASED ON SUSPICION." 

President COSGRAVE said that, as usual, 
the lus arguments in favour oí Deputy 
de Valera’s amendments were based on sus- 
picion—they would not trust anybody for 
nine years, It would be possible in three 
years’ time to reduce the term of office much 
nore easily and without any of the extraordi- 
nary jolts which the amendments would in- 
flict on the national institutions of the 
country. If the Deputy had come to him and 
asked how it could be done with credit to his 
party he would have told him 

The amendment was defeated by 64 votes 
to 62. 

On the motion that the bill be received 
for final consideration, 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the President 
had told them that this whole thing had 
been thought out carefully by the Committee, 
but a large number of the members of that 
committee had a vested interest in the longer 
period. He would have preferred that the 
period of office should have been settled by 
some independent committee. If his amend- 
ment changing the term of office were carried 
it would be very easy to bring about, the 
other changes reducing the number of 
Senators. He did net understand the Presi-

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(Laughter. )

WHO WILL MANAGE 
CORK CITY? 
OBJECTION TO MENTION OF 
NAME IN BILL. 


The debate on the committee stage of the 
Cork City Management Bill was resumed, 
Mr. DE VALERA moved an amendment 
which provided that the City Manager should 
exercise his powers, functions and dutias 
after consultation with a board, which would 
consist of the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of 
the Corporation, and that any officer or servant 
of the stair se removed by order of the 
Manager might appeal to the Board of Alder- 
men, which might, after inguiry into all the 
facts, affirm the order of the Manager, or, 
with the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members of the Council present and voting 
at an ordinary meeting, rescind such order. 
Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that he was entirely 
opposed to the Council setting up a sub- 
committee, which would interfere with the 
Manager’s work. If the Manager was to take 
up administrative responsibility he  shouid 
have no interference from outside. The 
introduction vf a Board of Aldermen would 
put in a nebulous area between the work 
of the two bodies. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough), 
while suppoiting the amendment, said that 
he did not want to see a second Chamber 
like a Senate in ‘he Corporation. He 
suggested the word Council should be sub- 
stituted for Board of Aldermen in the 
amendment. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said 
that he was in favour of a General Purposes 
Sub-Committee, whether it was called a 
Board of Aldermen or not, 

Mr. MULCAHY said that he was not 
prepared at that stage to admit in any way 
the necessity for the provision of a General 
Purposes Committee. There was nothing to 
prevent the Council setting up such a com- 
mittee if it wanted to. 


THE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 
The Minister then read a resolution from 
the Cork Chambers of Commerce and Ship- 

ing Board in support of the bill. The reso- 
iution added that the officials appointed by 
the Local Appointments Commission should 
have the right of appeal to the Minister in 
cases of dismissal or suspension, 

Mr. ANTHONY said that at a meeting of 
the two august bodies mentioned the Council 
dissolved without coming toadecision, It was 
cnly by a special whip of every reactionary 
in Cork that they were able to pass the resc- 
lution—people who were inimical all along 
the line to all national aspirations of the 
people of Cork and the State. The Minister 
should examine the signatures to the resolu- 
tion and the personnel of those two Cham- 
bers, and see the people behind this bill, 
They were people who never did a day’s 
work for the country, and who never would 

Mr. MULCAHY—I quoted 

Mr. ANTHONY —— These are people who 
hunted you when you were on the run, and 
hunted the President of this Chamber. And 
these are the people who dictated this bill 
and inspired it. 


MANAGER SUPREME. 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) said 
that the motive behind the bill was very 
evident. The Council would have practically 
no power but to endorse what the manager 
did. The Minister had shown his mind and 
the mind of the Cabinet. The whole idea of 
local government was to be. revolutionised 
The Minister had made no case against the 
amendment. 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE said that the 
Council in Cork would not be prohibited from 
setting up a committee or sub-committee, 
and the Council would have power to set up 
a General Purposes Committee, and, if that 
body constituted a smaller number, that 
would form a sub-committee. He would not 
be inclined to confine the membership of such 
a committee to the aldermen, If the second 
part of the amendment were adopted he 
feared that a great deal of the time of the 
Council would be spent in reviewing cases 
in which officials were being dismissed. That 
would not be in the interests of the officials 
themselves, and it certainly would not be 
in the interest of the good name of the 
Corporation. He believed that there was 
general agreement that there must be 
efficiency in the public service, and he did not 
believe that what Mr. de Valera proposed 
would improve the municipal services in the 
City of Cork. 

BEYOND THE MANAGER, 

Mr. MULCABY said that there was nothing 
to prevent the Council setting up any com- 
mittees it wanted to set up, but he was not 
prepared to legislate in such a way that it 
would be a statutory obligation on the 
Council to set up a body that they might 
think was not wanted. Constant touch and 
constant co-operation between the Manager 
and the Council were essential for the proper 
running of the city, and the Council ought 
to be able to take steps to provide that. é 
could easily imagine a smaller body interfer- 
ing with the Manager in the exercise of his 
duties and responsibilities. He did not think 
there was any point in the objection to the 
smallness of the quorum. 

Mr. ANTHONY asked the Minister if he 
was prepared to provide a court of appeal 
from the decision of the Manager. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that he was prepared 
to give consideration on the report stage to 
the amendment of Deputy de Valera, which 
had not been moved and which proposed that 
cértain regulations made by the Manager 
should be subject to the approval of the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health. 

Mr. ANTHONY said that he hoped that all 
the Cumann na nGaedheal members for Cork 
City and County would vote for the amend- 
ment as the Cumann na nGaedheal organisa- 
tion in Cork City had asked them—to vote 
against the bill, 

The amendment was defeated by 65 votes 


to 60. 

MANAGER'S TERM OF OFFICE. 
‘Mr. LEMASS, on behalf of Mr, de Valera, 
moved the following amendment :— 
‘To delete Sub-sections (1) to (4), inclusive, 
and substitute the following sub-sections :'— 
‘““(1) The Manager shall hold office for five 
years, unless he resigns or ig removed from 
office, and at the end of such term of five 
years he shall be eligible for reappointment :

Government and Public Health.”

Mr. FLINN—What do you argue from 
that? 

President COSGRAVE said that hé argued 
from it that Deputy Flinn was pretending to 
the citizens of Cork that he was taking an 
enormous interest in this bill, whereas he 
(the President) contended that his interest 
was nil.

PENSIONS FOR WIDOWS 


AND ORPHANS. 
MIGHT COST OVER £1,000,000 


PER YEAR. 


Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, West) 
introduced the following motion :—‘‘ That this 
House is of opinion, having regard to the 
inadequacy of the provision at present made 
for widows and for orphans bereft of their 
breadwinners, and to the desirability of re- 
moving all stigma of pauperism in such 
cases, that the establishment of a scheme of 
insurance to provide pensions and allowances 
for widows and orphans would be desirable, 
and accordingly requests the Executive 
Council to prepare and present to the Mouse 
a report upon such schemes of insurance and 
estimates of the cost.” 

He said that such legislation already existed 
in many countries, including the United 
States, Denmark,, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, and in Great Britain and the 
Northern part of this country since 1926. In 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland widows 
were entitled to 10s. a week, with 5s. for 
the eldest child and 3s. for each younger 
child. For many years people in Dublin and 
other parts of the country had been advocat- 
ing a scheme of this kind, and had got 
practical sympathy for the proposal from ad- 
ministrative bodies. 

NOT AS BIG AS IT LOOKED. 

He did not think that the problem was 
altogether as big as it looked, because when 
the present charges for home assistance and 
maintenance, the numbers in County Homes 
and Industrial Schools, and the amount paid 
by Charitable Organisations, were taken into 
consideration, they would prove a very big 
set-off against the charges the new syetem 
would entail. He pointed out that the Poor 
Law Commission had reported in favour of a 
scheme of this kind, and he held that there 
was an unanswerable case for it. The proper 
authority to examine the matter was the 
Executive Council, and he hoped that this 
proposal would receive favourable considera- 
tion from them, because no more important 
work could be done by the Dail. 

Mr. A. J. CASSIDY seconded the motion. 

Mr. SEAN MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin 
County), on behalf of his party, supported the 
motion, and said that it merely asked to 
have investigation made into one of the 
principal recommendations of the Poor Law 
Commission set up by that House. That 
Commission mentioned that relief, as already 
given, was inadequate. If the people in 
receipt, of relief were entitled to it at all 
they were entitled to adequate relief, and 3t 
should not be necessary for them to augment 
it by begging. He hoped in considering the 
motion that they would remember that both 
sides of the House, as well as Labour, were 
already committed to its principles by publiz 
declaration made over eight years ago—a 
declaration which, he hoped, they would 
ngs as binding, and which they would 
take the earliest steps to honour. 

THE COST OF SUCH A SCHEME. 

Mr, BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that it would be easy for him to say that 
he was prepared to accept the motion, but 
the fact was that according to the informa- 
tion that he had at present it would not be 
feasible to adopt a scheme of the kind 
suggested. He gathered that a large number 
of the deputies would wish to have the 
matter investigated and thoroughly dis- 
cussed. It would be well if the Executive 
Council examined the matter. and got an 
estimate of the probable cost of applying to 
the Free State a scheme similar to that 
which was in operation in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and what modifications, :f 
any, would be necessary to make the scheme 
nee here, having regard to the fact 
that the proportion of people in health 
insurance was less here than in the North. 
Another way of having the matter corsidered 
would be for a deputy to bring in a bill and 
have it discussed b1 the House, although it 
w not, be ba 

e had no objection to having the guestion 
examined by the appropriate civil servants so 
that such information as might be available 
might be obtained and an estimate prepared 
of the expenditure, and the whole matter 
laid before the House in a White Paper. 
Since notice of the motion was given his

£750,000 a year. Perhaps the sum might 
not be so high.

The Censorship Bill. 
To-day Dáil. Hireann will take the 
second reading stage of the Free “State 
Government's Censorship of Publications 
Bill. This bill was inspired by a legitimate 
aim—the suppression of newspapers which 
cater frankly for the: lower instincts of 
uneducated youth. The Dáil will be con- 
cerned, not with the Government’s 
intentions or with those of the late Com- 
|mittee on Evil Literature, but solely with 
the terms of the Government's bill. If 
-the bill becomes law, it will establish a 
control over the reading of all citizens of 
the Free State. A single Minister will 
become the autocrat of the breakfast table, 
of the private study and of the public 
library. He will nominate a board of five 
censors, to whom, on the complaint of 
any “ recognised he may 
refer for judgment any book in the vast 
catalogue of sacred and profane literature. 
If four of the five censors decide that the 
book is “indecent ’’ or “obscene '' 
versive of “ public morality,’’ the Minister

The 
words “ public morality ” are not defined

Kelp. 

All who know the Atlantic coast are 
familiar with the domes of seaweed that 
line the strand in districts where the pro- 
duction of kelp continues. The seaweed, 
when thoroughly dried by the sun, is 
burned, and every two dozen tons yield 
about one ton of kelp. In former times 
kelp was regarded as one of the most 
valuable of dressings for the soil. Artificial 
manures now have reduced its popularity 
and economic value. The production of 
kelp, once a great industry in the Scottish 
Highlands, now has ‘dwindled away in 
that region, and along the Irish coast it 
is said to be near extinction. It is 
interesting, therefore, to read an account, 
by a writer in the Daily Telegraph, of the 
methods which keep the kelp industry alive 
in Brittany. Twelve factories there thrive 
on the extraction of iodine from kelp. 
One of these factories—at Le Couquet, 
fifteen miles from Brest—was established 
ninety-nine years ago, or only a few years 
after the discovery of the medicinal value 
of iodine. At Le Couquet the seaweed is 
raked, like swathes of vrass, from the 
foreshore twice a day. The kelp is pro- 
duced in the same fashion as in Ireland, 
and the ashes then are carted to the 
factory yard. From tank to tank the kelp 
is moved, yielding denser and denser 
solutions. Various salts are extracted as 
by-products before the iodine is caused to 
crystallise out from the concentrated 
solution. ‘‘ The factory makes 1,500 kilos 
of iodine crystals in a month.” The 
process is said to yield an extremely 
healthy form of employment. ‘* Nobody 
dies here,” said a guide. “ That old man 
stoking the furnace is eighty-eight, and 
that young fellow beside him seventy-six.’’

A LONE FLIGHT TO LONDON. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


JOHN'S (NEWFOUNDLAND), 
Wednesday. 

The first attempt to fly the Atlantic in 
a light aeroplane began to-day. Lieutenant- 
Commander H. C. Macdonald, the daring 
naval airman, took off from here at 
4.51 this afternoon (British time) in 
a De Havilland Gipsy Moth aeroplane, 
with the intention of making a Jone flight 
to Europe. 

Since his arrival from Liverpool on 
September 26th, Lieutenant-Commander 
Macdonald—the hero of other hazardous 
flights—has heen waiting at Harbour 
Grace for favourable weather. During 
these weeks the aviator has been hard at 
work perfecting his little machine and 
making test flights. 

The start of the venture, spectacular in 
its unexpectedness, has aroused the 
greatest interest |.ere, accustomed though 
Newfoundland is to such happenings. 

The fact that the pilot, who is only 28 
years of age, claims to have but 80 hours 
of flying to his credit, has made his solo 
attempt all the more startling. 

It is understood that his expenses were 
financed privately in England. 

Commander Macdonald's only assistant 
has been a mechanic, Mr. A. F. Williams, 
who, ever since the aviator’s arrival, has 
been helping with the assembling and 
tuning of the aeroplane. 


DECISION TO START. 


Alter some busy days employed in 
tuning up the engine of the aeroplane, 
Lieutenant-Commander Macdonald last 
night received weather reports advising 
him ‘that conditions for crossing the 
Atlantic were favourable. 

He, therefore, decided to.take off, and 
started giving his machine a final over- 
haul. The airman finished refuelling, 
and at 1.15 p.m. (local time) climbed on 
hoard and shouted to his mechanic to put 
the stops from the wheels and spin the 
propeller and pull the chocks from the 
wheels. 

After a spin over the aerodrome for a 
distance of three hundred feet the ’plane 
gracefully left the earth, and rose to a 
height of five hundred feet, when he 
turned eastward and started his long flight 
towards England. 

Very few people were at the aerodrome 
when he started, as the bad weather for 
the past three weeks had dissipated the 
idea of Macdonald’s attempting to fly. 

At 1.30 p.m. Macdonald was over Bacal- 
lieu Island, twenty-five miles away, steer- 
ing due East. 


HOPES TO REACH LONDON. 


Lieut.Commander Macdonald carried 
one hundred gallons of petrol, which he 
estimated will carry him to his destina- 
tion, which he stated was London. He 
was confident of being able to make a suc- 
cessful flight, and hopes to land early 
to-morrow. 

He has a quart thermos flask, full \of 
coffee, and two dozen sandwiches. 

A twenty-five mile an hour south-west 
wind is following him, and he hopes to 
get the benefit of the moon during the 
early morning hours. 


ST. 


SKILLED NAVIGATOR, BUT 
A NOVICE AS PILOT. 


Lieutenant-Commander H. C. Mac- 
donald took up flying since he retired 
from the Navy and made a flight to India 
last May in a Moth aeroplane, and got 
as far as Bagdad. When he left Eng- 
land on that flight he had had only six- 
teen hours’ training in dual flying and 
ten hours solo. He met with an accident 
on the outward journey, a motor car 
running into his machine, while it was 
parked in the Syrian desert. ¢ 

He had a further mishap on the return 
journey. He made a_ forced landing 
among the Arabs, and was a prisoner 
until he got through a message to an 
Italian armoured car force. Although he 
is a comparative novice as an air pilot, 
he is a skilled navigator. 

It was while chatting to a group of 
friends in a London club only a few days 
before his departure that he casually 
remarked that he was going to fly the 
Atlantic in a light aeroplane. 

From the way this announcement was 
delivered no one was inclined to take it 
seriously, but now that the young airman 
is on his way and the attempt has become 
a fact, there are many who are looking 
and listening for news of the flight. 

Lieutenant - Commander Macdonald 
holds the D.S.C., and has earned no little 
distinction as a Rugby player. 

Lieutenant-Commander Macdonald (says 
The Times) is on the emergency list of 
the Royal Navy, to which. he was gazetted 
on his resignation in August, 1925. He 
served in the Warspite from March, 1915, 
and was in the battle of Jutland. 

In November, 1916, he was appointed 
to submarines, in which he served during 
the remainder of the war. The D.S.O. was 
conferred on him in January, 1920, when 
he had returned to general service in the 
battleship Resolution. In October, 1922. 
he was selected’ for training in coastal 
motor boats, and afterwards had command 
of one of these craft at Gosport until the 
base there was closed down in 1925. 

The tiny 85-100 horse-power Gipsy- 
engined machine which he is using in his 
attempt to fly the Atlantic is the one in 
which Captain Broad made his record 
light aeroplane flight of twenty-four hours’ 
duration over England. It weighs only

WEATHER.

He 
will, however, probably encounter cloudy 
weather here and there, with some rain 
confined to small areas. 


WIFE’S VIGIL IN 
LONDON. 


HEARD THE NEWS ON THE 
WIRELESS. 

While Lieutenant-Commander Macdonald 
is flying the Atlantic in a Moth machine, 
his wife is waiting anxiousiy for news 
beside the telephone in her home in 
Queen’s Gate, Kensington, London. 

“I did not know that my husband had 
started his Atlantic attempt until I heard 
‘the news on the wireless,’’ she said in an 
interview with a Press Association re- 
porter last night. ‘I did not think that 
the weather conditions were good enongh, 
and it came to me as a surprise. 

“ Of course, T have every confidence in 
my husband’s skill as an aviator, but it is 
a big thing and I am terribly anxious. 
I cannot help thinking of him in that tiny 
machine over the vast Atlantic.. I shall 
just sit her2 waiting until there is news 
of him.”

AMERICAN VIEW OF THE 
FLIGHT.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Not since the then Captain Lindbergh 
started on his romantic flight across the 
Atlantic has an attempt been so unostenta- 
tiously begun. The complete absence of 
self-advertisement and publicity has capti- 
vated a nation which is popularly 
supposed to wallow in these influences. 

Lieutenant -Commander Macdonald’s 
Gypsy Moth ’plane is a midget compared 
with the monoplane Spirit of St. Louis, 
in which Colonel Lindbergh made his 
similar attempt, having a wing spread of 
only twenty-six feet. 

FLYING RANGE OF 35 HOURS. 

Extra fuel tanks were fitted at Harbour 
Grace, giving the machine a flying range 
of about thirty-five hours, sufficient for 
5,600 miles cruising. 

The ’plane was too small to be equipped 
with either wireless or floats, so that the 
pilot will have to rely absolutely upon the 
trustworthiness of his engine. 

Little or nothing has been heard of the 
airman since a few lines appeared in the 
paper on his first arrival at St. John's, 
and when the first brief news of the start 
reached here men began scratching their 
heads and asking: “ Who is this fellow 
Macdonald 7 ” 

Then it was recalled how, three weeks 
ago, a young and unassuming British air- 
man came over with his tiny aeroplane 
and his big idea. 


SINCLAIR OIL RIGHTS.

FIRST FOR 
LOCAL

ROME, Wednesday. 

The Special Tribunal in Lucca has 
delivered sentence in the case of two Com- 
munists under trial for the murder of two 
Fascists. Della Maggiori was sentenced 
to death and Spadoni to eighteen years’ 
imprisonment. 

Della Maggiori laughed cynically and 
shrugged his shoulders as he listened to 
the sentence being read, and made 
threatening gestures to the Court and 
witnesses. His cynical behaviour aroused 
indignation among the weg present. 

Capital punishment has been re-estab- 
lished in Italy for any attempt against 
the life or personal liberty of the King 
or Regent, the Queen, the Crown Prince 
and Premier, and also for crimes against 
the safety of the country, and for 
“ causing devastation, pillage or slaughter 
in any part of the kingdom. ’ 


TO BE SHOT WITHIN 24 HOURS. 

According to the law for the defence 
of the State, which was passed in Novem- 
ber, 1926. after the last attempt on the 
life of Signor Mussolini, the sentence 
should be executed within twenty-four 
hours by shooting by soldiers in the court- 
yard of a barracks. The execution must 
not be in public. 

If, as is probable, there is a demand 
made to the Sovereign for a reprieve, the 
execution of the sentence must be post- 
poned, but if the demand for a reprieve 
is rejected, then the prisoner. must be 
executed by shooting ‘within twenty-four 
hours of its rejection. | 

To-day’s trial at Lucca marked the first 
occasion for over sixty years on which the 
local courts in Italy have pronounced 
sentence of capital punishment. 
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GRAFT SCANDAL IN 
NEW YORK. 


TAXPAYERS DEFRAUDED 
OF OVER £100,000. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

A graft scandal, details of which have 
gradually leaked o:t during the past six 
months to astonish the citizens of New 
York, reached its climax to-day in the 
courtroom of Queen’s County Courthouse, 
where two former trusted executives of that 
borough, which is part of New York City, 
were found guilty of conspiring with a 
sewer pipe merchant to defraud the tax- 
payers of hundreds of thousands sterling 
by the payment of excessive prices for 
sewer pipes used in the construction of 
the borough's new £6,000,000 sewer 
system. 

The defendants were Maurice Conolly, 
who, for seventeen years prior to last 
April, managed the affairs of Queen’s 
Borough, and Frederick Seely, his sewer 
engineer. 

The judge pronounced the maximum 
sentence provided by law for such an 
offence, under which Conolly will spend 
one year in jail and pay a fine of £100. 

The passing of sentence on Seely has 
been postponed for a week. The jury 
found the case so hard to decide that they 
were out of court twenty-five hours.

THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
CONSTITUTION.

WINBURG (ORANGE FREE STATE),

The Nationalist Congress of the Orange 
Free State has adopted the amendment 
to Article 4 of the Nationalist Party’s 
Constitution, proposed by the Federal 
Council of the party, in the following 
form :— 

“The Nationalist Party accepts. the 
declaration of the Imperial Conference at its 
session in 1927, and for the future aims at 
maintaining the sovereign independence 
acknowledged by the Conference, and at 
exercising the functions of the State on its 
own authority. In accordance with this the 
Nationalist Party declares itself strongly 
opposed to any doctrine, activity or policy 
which in any way tends to infringe our 
liberties, and undertakes to oppose such 
doctrines, activities or policy with all 
authorised weapons.’”’ 
[The Transvaal 


Nationalist Congress 
has already, by an _ overwhelming 
majority, adopted an amendment very 
similarly jostled, despite the objections 
raised by certain extremists. ‘who .con- 
tended that thousands of Nationalists 
looked forward to the time when South 
Africa would be outside the British 
Empire. The party Constitution has 
hitherto declared complete freedom and 
sovereign independence to be the eventual 
aim and destiny of the South African 
people, and the proposéd amendment, 
sponsored by General Hertzog; the Prime 
Minister, and other leaders of the 
Nationalist Party, is a sequel to the new 
situation created by the declaration of 
the last Imperial Conference concerning 
the status of the Dominions. ]

GENEVA. 

When my presence at Geneva during the 
annual assembly of the League of Nations 
was mentioned in the Press, I received 
several letters, of which the following is a 
fair sample :— 

‘*T cannot help being rather surprised and 
shocked to read that you ‘sit on the bench 
of the Mockers and Hypocrites’. . . ; 
In this country every httle child knows that 
the League of Nations is only a bluff and 
nothing but an instrument for the policy of 
the Allied Forces. ‘ I really am at 
a loss to understand why you don’t feel your 
responsibility as a Mental Tutor of the 
World, when taking such a step as taking 
part in the comedy of Geneva, which is a 
tragedy for every country that does not find 
mercy in the eyes of the world’s High 
Finance.”’ 

This letter is not a statesman’s utter- 
ance. It is a crude expression of the 
popular impatience which sees no more in 
the League than an instrument for the 
instantaneous extirpation of war, and is 
ready to throw it on the scrap heap the 
moment it becomes clear that no such 
operation is possible, and that the big 
Powers have not, and never have had, 
any intention of relinquishing any jot of 
their sovereignty, or depending on any sort 
of strength and security other than 
military. 

Roughly and generally it is a fact that 
the pacifist oratory at the Assembly is 
Christmas Card platitude at best and hum 
bug. at. worst. The permanent depart- 
ments of the League have to fight hard to 
defeat the frequent attempts to sabotage it 
by the big Powers through their deciduous 
members. 


SLUMBER AND A VISION. 

Whilst I was there the Press was keep- 
ing the public amused, not to say gulled, 
by gossip about the Assembly meetings, 
at which nothing happens but pious 
speeches which might have been delivered 
fifty years ago. 

It was so impossible to listen to them, 
or to keep awake during the subsequent 
inevitable translations, that the audience 
had to be kept in.its place by a regulation, 
physically enforced, that no visitor should 
be alloweld to leave the hall except during 
the five minutes set apart for that purpose 
between speech and translation. Fortu- 
nately, the young ladies of the Secretariat, 
who have plenty of dramatic sense, 
arrange the platform in such a way that 
the president, the speakers, and the 
bureau, are packed low down before a 
broad tableau curtain which, being in 
three pieces, provides most effective 
lramatic entrances right and left of the 
centre. 

When a young lady secretary has a new 
dress, or for any other reason feels that 
she is looking her best, she waits until 
the speaker—possibly a Chinese gentle- 
man carefully plodding through a paper 
written in his best French—has reduced 
half the public galleries to distraction and 
the other half to stertorous slumber, 
when she suddenly but gracefully snatches 
the curtains apart and stands revealed, a 
captivating mannequin, whilst she pre- 
tends to look round with a pair of spark- 
ling eyes for her principal on the bureau. 
The effect is electric; the audience wakes 
up and passes with a flash from listless 
desperation to tense fascination, to the 
great encouragement of the speaker, who, 
with his back to the vision beautiful, 
fondly believes he has got them at last. 


BATTLES BEHIND THE SCENES. 

But for these vamping episodes, and 
such occasional sensations as the possi- 
bility of a great platform artist like M. 
Briand intervening and shaking the 
League to its foundations by getting his 
feet on the ground with an allusion to 
real things as they really are, nobody 
would face the task of acting as spectator, 
least of all in the distinguished visitors’ 
gallery, in which there is little distinction 
and absolutely no ventilation. A very 
able administrative official, whose heart 
and soul are in the League, told me that 
he has been at Geneva eight years, and 
never attended one of these assemblies 
He expressed no intention of 
remedying that hiatus in his experience. 

Whilst this was going on at the Victoria 
Hotel, and being daily foisted on the 
public as the real thing, a battle royal, 
on the upshot of which the very existence 
of the League as an effective international 
organ depended, was raging at the other 
side of the lake in the National Hotel, 
between Sir Eric Drummond, the perma- 
nent British Secretary-General appointed 
by the Treaty of Versailles, and Mr. 
Locker Lampson, the Assembly member 
sent for the month by Mr. Baldwin’s 
Cabinet. 

These deciduous members, who arrive 
mostly in scandalous ignorance of the 
obligations contracted by their Govern- 
ments through their instructed represen- 
tatives on the permanent governing 
bodies of the League, and conceive them- 
selves to be national advocates (not to 
say nationalist spies in the  inter- 
nationalist camp), naturally expect to 
find themselves supported by their dis- 
tinguished fellow-countrymen on _ the 
staffs. They are rudely undeceived the 
moment they begin their crude attempts 
at sabotage.

Then followed a dreary and rather futile 
debate on the report stage of the Constitu- 
tion (Amendment No. 7) Bill, which pro- 
poses to reduce the period of office of 
Senators from twelve to nine years. This 
did not satisfy the Fianna Fail leader, 
who wanted it reduced to six years. 


A CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 

A useful speech in favour of the bill by 
Major Bryan Cooper (Government, Dublin 
County) was followed by a challenge from 
Mr. Lemass (F.F., South City; Dublin) 
to Mr. Cosgrave to give reasons for the 
long period of office suggested in the 
bill. Mr. Cosgrave quickly accepted, and 
pointed out that it was introduced on the 
wise recommendation of the joint com- 
mittee of which Mr. de Valera himself 
was a member. 

On*a division the amendment was de- 
feated by 64 votes to 62, which brought 
four Fianna Fail deputies to cry “ Well 
done! Down one more.” Finally the 
report stage of the bill was passed by 75 
votes to 55, the Labour Party voting with 
the Government. ‘‘Remember,’’ Mr. 
Cosgrave said jocularly to Fianna Fail 
front benchers before the division was 
taken, ‘‘ if you defeat the bill. it means 
that the period will be twelve years.” 

“ We will change all that,’’? chorused 
the Opposition. 

After that Cork had yet another innings. 
On the Committee stage of the Cork City 
Management Bill, an amendment by 
Se, Valera was defeated by 65 votes 
o 60. 


PENSIONS FOR WIDOWS. 

Then, at seven o'clock, private mem 
bers’ business was taken, and Mr. T. 
Murphy (Labour, West Cork) asked the 
Dail to declare that a scheme of insurance 
to provide pensions and allowances for 
widows and orphans would be desirable, 
and to request the Executive Council to 
prepare a report on the subject. 

His speech was a model of careful 
preparation (many deputies might take. 
from Mr. Murphy a lesson in this 
respect); the only fault was in its 
delivery; for much of it was difficult to 
hear in the Press Gallery. He showed 
that pensions schemes on the same basis 
operated in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, several of the Dominions, and in 
the United States and other countries, 
and argued that the need for such a 
scheme was not less in the Free State than 
in these countries. 

Mr. McEntee (F.F., Dublin County) 
supported the motion and was followed by 
Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, who 
took the reasonable and logical view that 
it would be a good thing for the Executive 
Council to examine and report on the 
question before the House committed 
itself to such a scheme. 

In reply to Mr. Joseph X. Murphy 
(Ind., Dublin County), the Minister said 
that it would take from two to three 
months to prepare a report on an insur- 
ance scheme. 

Mr. Cassidy (Labour, Donegal), in an 
impassioned speech, declared that his 
party favoured unity between North and 
South, ‘‘and,’’ he said, “one of the 
ways of bringing about unity is to make 
your social services at least equal to those 
on the other side of the border.’’ 


WHO WILL PAY? 


Trenchantly, Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture, spoke of the attitude of 
members on the opposite benches, ‘“They 
talk as if the Government has unlimited 
supplies of money for such purposes, and 
as if the Executive Council, hard-hearted 
and malevolent, refuses to spend it. The 
small farmer and the small shopkeeper 
will have to pay for it,” he added 
scathingly. ‘‘ It is easy for deputies to 
exude charity without any reference to 
those who will have to provide the 
money. 

The debate was adjourned for. the 
House to resume the diedusaion of the 
Cork City Management Bill, the com- 
mittee stage of which was adjourned till 
to-day.

AN APPROPRIATE SITE. 


-—— > 


Times:—After Parliament had voted a 
statue to Field-Marshal Earl Haig, the 
Royal Fine Art Commission were wisely 
asked to advise as to a site. Their recom- 
mendation was approved by the First 
Cominissioner of Works on behalf of the 
Goverament. Half the value of a com- 
menorative statue lies in an appropriate 
site. There are many examples of this 
truism in London, and also to the con- 
trary. In ancient Rome the City Prefect, 
and later (under a Gothic Prince) a 
Comitia Romana had power to rearrange 
and shift statues (there were over 4,000 
of them) when circumstances rendered a 
site more or less appropriate. 

London is, like me, an imperial city 
and not a congeries of provincial towns. 
The Office of Works and the Royal Fine 
Art Commission take the former view, and 
the Westminster City Council the latter. 
Which is to prevail? Parliament desires 
to erect a statue to one of England's 
noblest public servants: in proximity to 
the sacred monument erected in memory 
of those, most of whom fell when under 
Lord Haig’s command. Could any site be 
more appropriate? 
traffic, shown to be bad reasons by an 
excellent conclusive letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Royal Commission, a loca! 
authority has blocked the project. 
Parliament has been made to look 
ridiculous, and the feelings of numbers 
of Lord Haig’s countrymen are outraged 
by the controversy. Is it too much to 
hope that before the tenth anniversary of 
Armistice Day arrives this matter may be 
settled ?

TO-DAY’S CEREMONY AT 
THE VATICAN. 


From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Wednesday. 
Two hundred and fifty Irish Civic 
Guards, led by General O’ Duffy; thirty 


ceived in audience by His Holiness the 
morning in solemn 
ceremony. The Guards will form up in 
the broad piazza in front of St. Peter's, 
and march in formation inte the great 
Cathedral. Then before St. Peter's tomb, 
under the broad dome designed by Michael 
Angelo, they will kneel in a short Service 
of prayer. 

At the conclusion of this little ceremony 
they will then proceed in military forma- 
tion to the Vatican, marthing through 
“Via de Fundameénta,’’ which is a narrow 
street leading from St. Peter's to His 
Holiness’s residence. The Pope will then 
receive the Irish Civic Guards and officers 
in audience, during which the Guards will 
sing the hymn for the Pontiff which was 
composed during the Pontificate of 
Pius IX. 

After the ceremony the Guards will give 
a special offering to the Pope. Following 
this they will march to the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier on the broad Place de 
Venice, where they will place a wreath to 
the memory of the Italian soldiers. 

Most of the Civic Guards spent a busy 
day to-day visiting the sights of Rome, and

MOTOR HORNS 
TOWNS.

NEW REGULATION IN 
ENGLAND. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Wilfred Ashley, the 
British Minister of Transport, speaking 
at Liverpool yesterday, hinted at a new 
regulation which would prohibit the use 
of certain types of mechanised motor 
horns in urban areas. He said that he 
thought that urban districts could be 
defined as areas where there was street 
lighting. The nuisance of street noises 
had become almost a menace. It was 
necessary that there should. be new regu- 
lations which the police could -enforce. 
He had been in consultation with the 
Home Secretary and the police authori- 

ties in the matter. 

Noise could never be _ eliminated 
altogether, but there were certain noises, 
especially in connection with the use of 
motor horns in towns, which ought to be 
tackled almost on drastic lines. It was 
not possible to prohibit the use of motor 
horns altogether; they were necessary to 
warn pedestrians, but he was considering 
seriously whether it was not advisable to 
prohibit the use of certain mechanical 
motor horns in urban areas and only 
allow the use of bulb horns.

THE REALLY GREAT THING.

One of M. Albert 
Thomas's greatest victories there was won 
over the French Government when he 
defeated its attempt to exclude agricul- 
tural workers from the scope of the 
Labour Office on the ground that they .are 
not ‘‘industrials.”’. The really great 
thing that is happening at Geneva: is;the 
growth of a genuinely international public 
service, the chiefs of which are ministers 
in a coalition which is, in effect, an 
incipient international Government. 

In the atmosphere of Geneva patriotism 
perishes: a patriot there is simply a spy 
who cannot be shot. Even Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, with his naive assurances 
that he is an Englishman first and last, 
and that the British Empire comes before 
everything with him, must be aware by 
this time that in saying so he has con- 
tributed to the League only a standing 
joke so outrageous that only a man with a 
single eyeglass could have got away with 
it, 

DIPLOMACY IN A DRAUGHT. 


I am fully aware of the tendency, lately 
exposed by Sefior Madariaga in the 
columns of The Times, to fill the posts 
in the secretariat, as well as the Assembly, 
by diplomats sent to uphold the national 
interests of their country contra mundum, 
and thus to undo the excellent beginning 
made by Sir Evrie-Drummond in building 
up his staff of internationalists from the 
ground. The system of appointment, 
which, being frank jobbery, is the best of 
all systems in good hands and the worst in 
bad, makes such a substitution feasible 
enough. Fortunately, diplomats have to 
be bred in-and-in in Foreign Offices and 
Embassies: ventilation is fatal to them. 

Now Geneva is a veritable temple of the 
winds. I will not say that the sort of 
young gentleman who, being paid to allow 
his mind to play on the problems of 
European history with a view to inventing 
foreign policies, does, in fact, allow it to 
play on the adventures cc! Lord Curzon and 
his valet with a view to inventing funny 
stories and making himself socially agree- 
able (a praiseworthy ambition), is not to 
be met with in Geneva; but he is an 
anachronism there, and, being trained to 
be susceptible to social influences and con- 
ceptions of good form, soon suffers a lake 
change, if not into something rich and 
strange, at least into an anecdotist whose 


subjects are the relations between the 
representative States to one cnother 
instead of the relations between the 
kitchens and drawingrooms at the 
Embassies. 


THE TRUE INTERNATIONAL, 

In snort, the League is a school for the 
new international statesmanship as 
against the old Foreign Office diplomacy. 
This appears more clearly on the spot than 
at home, where the League is thought of 
as a single institution under a single roof. 
In Geneva it is seen as three institutions 
in three separate and not even adjacent 
buildings. Two of them are only con- 
verted hotels, the quondam Victoria Hotel 
housing the Assembly, or Hot Air 
Exchange, which I have already described, 
and the quondam National Hotel, now the 
Secretariat or Palace of the Nations, 
where Sit Eric Drummond presides over 
an international civil’ service staffed with

In contrast to these survivals is the

International Labour 
brand-new, designed ad hoc, a hive, a 
Charterhouse, with labour glorified in 
muscular statues and splendid stained 
glass windows designed in the. latest 
manner of half-human, half-Robotesque 
drawing, and with every boardroom 
panelled and furnished and chandeliered 
with the gift of some State doing its 
artistic best, and succeeding to a quite ex- 
traordinary degree in avoiding trade 
commonplaces and achieving distinction 
without grotesqueness. 

I have never been in a modern business 
building more handsomely equipped. Here 
M. Albert Thomas reigns, not as a king, 
which would immediately suggest a French 
king, but as a Pope; tor this is the true 
International of which Moscow only 
dreams; and M. Thomas, though a 
Frenchman to the last hair of his black 
beard, and a meridional at that, is the 
most genuinely catholic potentate in the 
world. And here the air is quite fresh: 
no flavour of Whitehall leather and 
prunella can be sniffed anywhere. These 
neo-Carthusians are of a new order, in 
whose eyes the agreeable gentlemen who 
have been shoved into the hotel down the 
road with Sir Eric are the merest relics 
of a species already extinct, though too 
far behind the time to know that they are 
dead, ' : 

Nevertheless, they know the value of 
those happy accidents of the old order who 
run the commissions at the Secretariat, 
and whose work necessarily overlaps their 
own at many points. And the Secretariat, 
though not always quite clear as to why 
this Labour Office is there or what 1t is 
for, and only dimly and rather sceptic- 
ally conscious of the new Proletarian 
politics (not having found any mention of 
them in Thucydides, Grote or Macaulay) 
finds that M. Thomas is a tower of 
strength to it when ‘the League’s existence 
is threatened by the big Powers whose 
moral standards it is forcing up so uncom. 
fortably.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The Parliament of Northern Ireland to- 
day considered the Expiring Laws (Con- 
tinuance) Bill in Committee. | 

Mr, illiam McMullen (Labour) asked 
why it had been decided to continue the 
Coal Mining (Minimum Wages) Act, when 
no coal mines .in Northern Ireland were 
being operated at present, ae 

The Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) 
said that it would be extremely foolish to 
drop this Act, as there was just_a geit | 
that the mine at Coalisland might be opened 
at any time—no ove.could say. 

Mr. McMullen stated that he was satisfied 
with this explanation. ~ 7 

Mr. Kyle (Labour). objected to the con- 
tinnanee of the Employment of Women, 
Young Persons and Chil ren Act, or to that 
part of it which enabled young persons to 
be employed im two shifta per day. — It 
would be ridiculous, he said, to argue that 
the pressure of work which led to this clause 
still existed, and employers should not be 
allowed to employ young persons till late 
hours at night. ' 

The Minister of Labour pointed out, that 

wer to grant. permission to employers to 
introduce a two-shift system was in operation 
in both Great Britain and America. Only 
in two cases had he given this permission 
in Northern Ireland—one in the ¢ase of a 
bleach works for a temporary period until 
new machinery was erected; and the other 
in the case of the Sunsheen Artificial Silk 
Works at Ballymena, to enable extra workers 
to be employed. An inspector was sent to 
investigate every case, and there was no 
likelihood of this power being abused. It 
would, however, be against the interest of 
their industrial community-—both workers 
and employers—if, on occasions, and for a 
temporary period, he was prevented from 
giving this concession. 

Mr. McMullen said that it was against 
the interest of the community that so many 
young persons should be employed in. in- 
dustry, and that businesses should be ex- 
tended. at the expense of the health and 
sweat of young people. 

Mr, Kyle said he had no objection to a 
two-shift system in the shipyards to meet « 
pressure of work where men were employed ; 
but he did object to such a system for young 
persons. 

A motion to delete the Act from the bill 
was defeated. by 21 votes to 8. 

EMERGENCY POWERS. 

Mr. Kyle moved the deletion of the Local 
Government Emergency Powers Act. ‘He 
said that all the ai Government bodies 
were now operating, and. there was no 
necessity for the Ret: which was passed 
when there was a state of chaos in Northern 
Ireland. It was put on the Statute Book 
to enable the Government to see that the 
administration of public affairs was carried 
out in cases where the local authorities de- 
clined to carry out the duties imposed upon 
them. <A state of absolute peace prevailed 
in the six counties, according to statements 
of members of the Government, and why, 
therefore, should this Act be kept on the 
Statute Book? The only case where the Act 
could be applied was in reference to the action 
of the Belfast Board of Guardians, which 
refused to obey the Minister of Home Affairs 
with regard to the payment of outdoor relief. 
The Government did not suspend that par- 
ticular body, but had introduced a bill to 
get them out of the difficulty made by it. 

Mr. A. B. Babington, Attorney-General. 
said that the Government saw no valid 
reason why the Act should he taken off the 
Statute Book. Trouble had now ceased, ‘but 
the presence of the Act would enable the 
Government to deal with a recrudescence ‘of 
any trouble. There had been no claim by 
the local bodies to have the Act repealed. 
Mr. Collins (Nationalist) asserted that the 

in his area (Newry). were suppressed 
for expressing a desire to be with their 
Southern brothers. 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs—They were not suppressed for ex- 
pressing an opinion, but because they refused 
to carry out their work. ' 

_ Mr. C. Healy said that by jerrymandering 
in Tyrone and Fermanagh they had turne 
an overwhelming majority into. a minority. 
In carrying out the jerrymandering they had 
found jobs and brought relief to all the 
briefless barristers and party hacks in Belfast. 
In ‘Tyrone and Fermanagh jerrymandering 
had een done in such a way that one 
Unionist vote equalled two Nationalist votes. 

Mr. W. McMullen (Labour) said that there 
was a very general feeling that this Act was 
directed against one section of the com- 
munity, and it would be much more honest 
if the Government would openly disfranchise 
that section; which was now “peaceful and 
law-abiding, 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home 
Affairs, said that many valuable lives and 
millions of pounds’ worth of property would 
have been saved if they had had these Acts 
earlier. It took a long time to get that 
machinery together, and the Government did 
not intend to scrap it, 

The proposal to delete the Act was rejected 
by’ 23 votes to 8 


POOR RELIEF BILL. 
GUARDIANS AND ‘THE 
UNEMPLOYED. 


Sir Dawson Bates moved the second read- 
ing of the Poor Relief Bill, which, he 
explained, is to remedy the defects in, and 
improve the machinery of, the existing law 


Office building, | in regard to the granting by Boards ef 


Guardians of what 1s known as special .out- 
door relief in cases where special distress 
pores in any area. He mentioned the 
imitations imposed under the Poor Law 
Acts fer granting outdoor relief to able- 
bedies persons, limitations which were not 
suitable to modern conditions. The Act of 
1898 did recognise the principle that under 
modern industrial conditions provision must 
be made for hard-working industrial workers 
who, through no fault of their own, found 
themselves and their families on the 
point of destitution, and for whom work- 
houses would be inapprupriate means of relief. 
(juardians could apply to the rating authcrit 
for permission to give special outdoor relief, 
but if the county council refused its sanction, 
nothing further could be done, The present 
bill repealed that section. Where the Minis- 
try of Home Affairs was satisfied that in 
any area exceptional distress prevailed, the 
Ministry wonld be enabled to make a simple 
order permitting the board of guardians to 
grant special relief for any period from one 
to six months to able-bodied persons who 
were destitute through no fault of their own, 
and who obviously were not fit subjects for 
relief in workhouses. The new arrangement 
would be more elastic and more in accordance 
with modern requirements. 

Mr. James Beattie (labour) said that when 
he entered the board of guardians there were 
only 65 persons receiving outdoor relief, due 
te industrial distress, out of the 40,000 or 
50,000 persons unemployed. Personally, he 
would be satisfied with the original section 
if it were administered properly, as in. Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Kyle believed that the bill was intro- 
duced because of the illegal act of the Belfast 
Guardians in refusing to put into operation 
Section 13 of the Local Government Act, 1898. 
They wanted to see the workhouses abolished 
and relief given on the lines of the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Acts, 

Mr. C. Healy (Nationalist) said that the 
measure was mérely patching up an Act which 
was quite unsuitable for Ireland, He believed 
that the problem of unemployment was bound 
up with a much larger question—not making 
sufficient use of the land. People were leav- 
ing the country districts and crowding into 
the cities, and at the same time they were 
importing large quantities of fruit and farm 
produce. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist) said that where 
exceptional distress ofcurred the Government 
should step in and say that it was prepare 
to pay a portion of the cost of relief if the 
ratepayers paid the rest. 

Mr, George B. Hanna. Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Home Affairs. said 
that the relief would apply to both single and 
married men who were out of employment, 
The new bill would ngt take away any rights 
which people in distress nossessed before the 
bill was introduced. Everyone recognised 
that the Government was doing what was the 
duty of every Government—extending and im- 
proving the maebinery for granting relief to

It wal a thing that needed to be looked 
into from every possible angle before any 
decision was takep. It had been said that 
the method of piving home assistance was 
degrading and demoralising. (Hear, hear.) 


He did not see why the method of paying 
relief in particular eases should not be re- 
considered, and also the question of giving 


relief to widows and children, on a some- 
what different footing from the other classes 
of home assistance. Unless care were taken 
in dealing with the problem they might make 


it more objectionable than it was at present. . 


There were elements in this year’s revenue 
which would not be available next year, 
and, therefore, they should not commit them- 
selves to any scheme which might cost the 
revenue half a million of money. 
MARCHING WITH OTHER LANDS. 
They should try, so far as their resources 
allowed, to march along with other countries. 
He was not in favour of simply being satisfied 
to say that we could not afford to do these 
things. .‘‘ We must,” said the Minister in 
conclusion, “ look at what other people are 
doing for their poor: It is not sufficient 


argument sto say that this country or that. 


has adopted a particular scheme, and that 
wo should adopt it. We might ultimately do 
it, but the advantage of the community 
might lie in postponing the heayier expendi- 
ture that would be incurred if the motion of 
Deputy Murphy were adopted. The first 
consideration in the circumstances here is to 
find some means of increasing production and 
extending industry. If we can do that, we 
would produce good results in other spheres, 
and we could provide the community with 
the means of giving these social services later 
on. 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) reminded 
the Minister that, so far back as January, 
‘1919, the then Executive Council made a 
prociamation to the effect that their first 
duty wonld. be, to look after the widows and 
orphans. He thought that it would not be 
too much, after the lapse of nine years, to 
ask that the Government should keep that 

romise. Reference had been made to the 

urden in the way of taxation which would 
result, but the people who would be called 
upon to pay the taxes were much better able 
to bear it than were the unfortunate people 
concerned to bear the. burden of shame, 
degradation and poverty which now weighed 
them down. 

NORTHERN IRELAND’ LEAD. 

Such provision as. was asked for by the 
resolution ‘existed in every civilised country 
in the world, and it existed in Northern Ire- 
land. It was very hard to believe that a 
motion which was put on the order paper 
before last Christmas had not been considered 
by the Government. If they had not con- 
sidered it then they had become very 
callous, and showed very little thought for 
the deserving poor of the country. 

Mr, CASSIDY said that one of the ways 
to bring about.unity in the country was by 
unproving the’ social services of the Free 
State. They were.not going to bring about 
unity by having a lower level of social ser- 
vices here than in Northern Ireland. 

Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture. 
said that they did not all live in the clouds. 
and they must consider the question not 


only from the point of view of 
whether this. was desirable, but also 
whether it was practicable. Could they 
afford it? If they had _ unlimited 


facilities and money, and they had a hard- 
hearted malevolent Council who were hoard- 
ing the money, that would be a different 
matter. But that was not the position, and 
deputies knew it quite well. i 

It was the fact that the money would have 
to come out of the pockets of the taxpayer, 
and it was also a fact that all the people 
who were called poor were not deserving 
poor. The majority of those who would have 
to bear the taxation would be the small 
farmers and shopkeepers, who were already 
hard hit, and it’ was nonsense to be talking 
about charity without reference to where they 
were to find the money for the charity.

Mr. DAVIN (Labour; Leix-Offaly) asked 
the Minister for Finance whether, in view of 
the great number of unemployed throughout

Mr. A. BYRNE (Independent, Dublin N.) 
said that under the scheme not one man had 
got a day’s work since the óist March Jast 
in any of the relief areas. Was it not the 
duty of the Minister to see that something 
was. done for the relief of the people in 


distress? 
DEMORALISING. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the Committee on 
Unemployment definitely regarded the voting 
of relief funds and the carrying out of works 
in that way as a very saintidiestors method: 
‘of: meeting distréas, They said that it was 

enerally demoralising snd excessively costly. 

e thought that it, was practically impossible 
to prevent what was a waste of money in 
connection with such schemes, and that) it 
would need to be shown that the situation 
was very serious, indeed, and that it would 
be impossible to meet it in any other way 
before coming to the Pail with proposals for 
the voting of money nuw which would entail 
additional taxation. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour) said that money had 
been voted for schemes that had not been 
carried out. 

Mr. A. BYRNE—If on investigation it is 
shown that exceptional conditions exist, will 
the Minister ak the Minister for Local 
Government to take. steps to meet these con- 
ditions, in. which hundreds of families are in 
need of relief? 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary)—Are 
the conditions better than they were last 
year? 

Mr. BLYTHF—It is very difficult to know 
whether they are better or worse. It is not 
for my Department to look for avenues for 
expenditure. 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S CLAIMS. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Joseph X, 
Murphy (Independent, Co, Dublin), 

President COSGRAVE said that the Com- 
mittee appointed to consider the claims of 
British ex-Service men had, it was under- 
stood, concluded its inquiries, and was now 
engaged upon the preparation of its report, 
which it hoped to present to the Executive 
Council by the end of this munth. 


COTTAGE INDUSTRIES, 
Mr, McFADDEN (Govt., Donegal) asked 


the Minister for Lands and Fisheries whether 
the proposed scheme for the revival of the 
cottage industries of the Gaeltacht, including 
the home-spun tweed industry, had been fully 
examined and approved, and whether he could 
state when the scheme would be put into 
operation. 

Mr. F, LYNCH said that proposals for the 
re-establishment of the Tirconnail tweed in- 
dustry were at present under consideration 
by the Committee recently set up for the 
purpose of giving effect to those proposals 
of the Gaeltacht Commission adopted in tne 
White Paper of January last. Definite pro- 
posals for the preparation of the new designs 
and samples would come before them ‘at their 
meeting on Monday next, and he anticipated 
that, as a resalt, initial steps for the revival 
of the industry would be taken before the 
end of the month. The position in regard to 
other cottage industries in Tirconnail and 
the Gaeltacht generally was at present under 
review in his department, 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL TAXED. 


In answer to a question by Sir JAMES 
CRAIG (Ind., T.C.D.) as to whether, before 
assessing income tax and super-tax on the 
salary of the Governor-General of the Free 
State, inquiry was made in the other 
Dominions as to the levying of income tax 
aud super-tax in such cases there, 

Mr. BLYTHE said that in the case of 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa it was understood that the salary of 
the Governor-General was expressly exempted 
from income tax under the statutes of those 
Dominiens.. There was no _ corresponding 
statutory exemption in Saorstat Eireann, and 
the salary of the Governor-General was 
was accordingly assessable to income tax and 
super-tax.. He had no _ information in 
regard to the salary of the Governor of 
Northern Ireland. 


DUTY ON FIRE ENGINES.

Mr. BLYTHE said that motor fire engines 
and accessories and parts thereof were liable 
to Customs duty under Section 11 of the 
Finance Act, 1928. In the event of the 
goods being subsequently exported drawback 
equal to the amount of duty charged on 
importation was payable under Sub-gection 
(1) of Section 12 of the same Act, provided 
it was shown to the satisfaction of the 
Revenue Commissioners that duty was paid

EVIL LITERATURE BILL. 


Proceeding, His Grace said :'—'' It 


bill for the prohibition of evil literature is 
before the Dail. In connection with this

There 
should be no compromise with the purveyors 
of filthy impure literature, and no compromise 
with the promoters of the empty cradle. 
The Irish people stand for the sexual purity 
of the community, and will support the 
Government in rejecting all amendments that 
will weaken the bill in that regard and in 
giving careful consideration to any amend- 
ments that will strengthen the bill. We 
have no desire to limit scientific research or 
political activities, but no toleration for a 
degenerate printing press or degenerate pro- 
pagation of base mora] standards. 

It is sometimes stated that a nation cannot 
be made moral by legislation, but it is 
abundantly manifest that legislation can sup- 
press abuses that tarnish the purity of life. 
Jt can suppress the brothel, and can also 
suppress the no less destructive flood of im- 
pure literature. We believe that the Govern- 
ment is taking its stand on Irish ideals, and 
will pay no attention to petty criticisms 
directed against the primary principle of the 
bill. The people of Ireland expect this, and 
will not be satisfied with less. (Applause.) 


CHURCH AND STATE. 
THE FUNCTIONS OF BOTH. 


Mr. T. A. Finlay then read his paper. 
Having defined the term a Catholic nation, 
he went on to refer to the revolt inaugurated 
by Martin Luther, and said that the lament- 
able abuses which had crept into the ranks 
of the clergy justified a cry for reform. 
The demand for reform speedily developed 
into an attack, not upon abuses and irregu- 
larities among the Church’s ministers, but 
upon the Church herself, upon her authority 
and her doctrines. 
jealous of the Church’s power, or impatient 
of the restraint imposed by her laws, or who 
coveted her wealth, saw in the conflict an 
opportunity for subverting her authority and 
appropriating her possessions. They took the 
side of the aggressive reformers, and sup- 
ported them by armed force. On her side 
the champions of the Church drew the sword 
for her defence and their own, and for 
fully a century a succession of destructive 
wars raged over a wide area of Europe. 
3y degrees the practice of mutual tolerance, 
enforced by law in nations ‘‘ where men of 
different creeds form one community, came 
to be recognised as necessary for social peace 
and public order, though, strictly speaking, 
this policy is not in keeping with the ideals 
of the Church. In her view, heresy is a 
sin. ”' 

““For the Church, the Catholic nation, in 
the full sense of the term, is one in which 
the people live their lives and the govern- 
ment discharges its functions in accordance 
with the laws of life and conduct which it 
is the duty of the Catholic Church to formu- 
late and proclaim. In that nation the indivi- 
dual looks for guidance in what concerns his 
relations with his. Creator solely to the 
Church which Christ has founded to teach 
all things whatsoever He has commanded, and 
no obstacle is interposed to obstruct or 
hamper the Church in fulfilling her 
high duties to the souls of which she has the 
care. Spiritual rule belongs to her exclusively. 
For those high functions she holds the neces- 
sary authority immediately and directly from 
Christ, an authority which, because of the 
source from which it comes and the purpose 
for which it is conferred, takes precedence of 
all others to which men are subiject.”’ 

CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 

The authority exercised by the Civil 
Government, he continued, came ultimately 
from God; otherwise the human conscience 
would not be bound in duty to accept it. It 
made laws and framed policies in its own 
name, and so long as its measures did not 
offend against the Divine law the spiritual 
power would not encroach upon or question

This illustration is not far- 
fetched, for the practical difference, if there 
be any between divorce and bigamy, is diffi- 
cult to discern—the one acts successively, the 
other simultaneously.”’ 

The Catholic nation must legislate for the 
benefit and welfare of the community as a 
whole, and must especially have regard to 
public morality. - The State should come to 
the assistance of those parents who, through 
poverty or other circumstances, are unable tu 
educate their children and should provide 
easy means and opportunities for education ; 
but the State should remember, the primary 
duty of educating the children being upon the 
parents, that the parents have the correspond- 
ing rights to decide what the features and the 
educational system shall be, and the State is 
not entitled to impose upon the parents a 
form or system of education to which they 
object. The Catholic State should apply the 
principles of Catholic charity to the poor, 
and secure the worker in industry, who is 
the real producer, from injustice. 


THE CENSORSHIP BILL. 

It was the admitted duty of the State to 
work for the common good, and, if by 
legislation the opportunities of the people for 
indulgence in immorality or vice in any form 
can be removed or depleted, it is the duty 
of the Legislature to secure that such legis- 
lation is passed. It is also the recognised 
duty of the civil powers to adopt measures 
to prevent the spread of physical disease. It 
it is suggested that the Legislature of any 
nation can directly enforce among its people 
the due observance of a prescribed moral 
standard; but it can and should when 
occasion demands it by legislation prevent 
the citizens from having access to matters, 
publications, plays and pictures, tending to 
subvert their morals. 

This question at the moment is much 
canvassed in the Saorstat in view of the in- 
troduction of the Censorship of Publications 
Bill, and criticism of the bill is freely ex- 
pressed by many. It is said that the bill 
unduly interferes with the liberty of the sub. 
ject and that the Legislature is not entitled to 
attempt to legislate that the citizens shall be 
moral. The bill does not attempt to achieve 
this latter object—and in my view cannot be 
distinguished from a censorship of plays and 
pictures—a censorship which has been re- 
cognised and established in non-Catholic 
nations. Books, papers and literature gener- 
ally are as efficient a method of. displaying 
to the people obscenity as the theatre and 
the picture-house, the only point of distinc- 
tion being that while on the stage the obscene 
matter is displayed to a number gathered to- 
gether, it reaches the individual only through 
the book or me. But is not the result the 
same’—as with the large publication and 
circulation at the moment of papers and 


many thousands simultaneously. If, then, 
it is admitted that a censorship of the stage 
or picture be desirable in the interest of 
public morals, why not extend that censorship 
to the other means by which matter hurtful 
to the public morals is disseminated, and 
thus remove some of the methods by which 
morality can be undermined’ The Evil 
Literature Bill does not say to the citizen: 
“ You shall not read.” It says: “' You shall 
not read what is harmful to you.” 


CiviC RESPONSIBILITY. 
The Very Rev. Dr. Toner, speaking of 
Mr. Finlay’s paper, said that he could not 
say anything in amendment. He emphasised 
the duty of the citizens to exercise the 
franchise at elections, and said that hitherto 
there was a certain amount of carelessness. 
apathy and want of realisation of the duty of 
civic responsibility. Ultimately it was the 
voters who determined the legislation of the 
country. They were responsible if any 
iniquitous laws were passed, or if good laws 
were not passed. The duty of the citizens 
was to obey the laws made by their elected 
representatives, and there was yet a great 
deal to be done in educating the people to 
have proper respect for the laws made by 
their own countrymen. A 
They felt sure that the legislators of this 
country would not be deterred or in any way 
deflected from the purpose expressed in the 
Evil Literature Bill, and that they would not 
allow it to be whittled down, but would see 
that it would be an effective measure for the 
bas for which it was intended. In that 
ill and in their attitude towards divorce 
they had given a pledge that they would go 
on sound lines. : 
HIGH-BROW PUBLICATIONS. 

Mr. Charles Bewley, K.C., said that in 
Catholic countries the laws were based on 
the fixed principles of the Catholic Church. 
In non-Catholic countries the principles were 
not so fixed. He hoped that the principle of 
the Evil Literature Bill would also be applied 
to high-brow publications intended for the 
literary class, and that the Government, would 
not allow itself to be intimidated by any 
names, no matter how they were distin- 
guished in literature, art or science. In 
matters of right and wrong eminence and 
distinction were of no account, and should 
not be taken into account by. legislators of 
this country. The Legislature had made 
divorce impossible, but it should do more—it 
should put down literature which would have 
the effect of being used for propaganda in 
its favour. . 
_A hearty vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Finlay for his paper, and he briefly replied.

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TUBERCULAR MEAT IN 
DUBLIN, 


JUSTICE AND PRIVATE 
SLA UGHTER-HOUSES., 


In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Collins, William Bowers, 4 Clare 
terrace, Harold's Cross, Dublin, butcher, 
was fined £20, with £10 costs, for having, 
on September 26 last, on his premises in 
Windsor terrace, off Upper Clanbrassil street, 
Dublin, a quantity of beef intended for human 
consumption which was unsound and unfit 
for human use. <A charge against Edward 
Bowers, his brother, living at 10 Dean street, 
who was stated to be the owner of the meat, 
was dismissed. 

Mr. V. Rice, K.C. (instructed by Mr. T. 
F. Burke, Assistant Law Agent to the Cor- 
poration) prosecuted, and Mr. Gearoid 
O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr. H. Lemass) 
defended. 

Mr. O'Donovan, veterinary surgeon, said 
that William Bowers was the registered 
owner of the premises in which the meat 
was found. He and witness went to defen- 
dant’s yard at the other side of the canal. 
In the yard was a garage which was locked, 
and wher asked to open it Bowers said that 
the key was held by a contractor who 
occupied it. After some time the key was 
produced by Edward Bowers, and when 
witness entered the premises he found 
portions of a bullock which were badly 
affected with ‘tuberculosis, though some of 
the lesions had been removed by stripping. 

PURCHASE OF ANIMAL. 

In his opinion the animal was reeking with 
tuberculosis, and was absolutely unfit for 
humand food. Edward Bowers admitted 
ownership of the meat, which had been killed 
and dressed by him in his brother’s slaughter- 
house, his brother knowing nothing about it, 
he said. He bought the animal in the 
market from a man named Quinn, whose 
address he did not know, the price being £2, 
and he bought it for pig-feeding; but, 
if it proved sound, he intended selling it for 
human food. The owner of the pigs was a 
man named Quinn. 

Witness said that he knew that Edward 
Bowers worked with William Bowers. Wil- 
liam Bowers said that he knew nothing about 
the carcase, but admitted that the premises 
were his property. | 

UNFIT FOR PIG-FEEDING. 

Tn cross-examination, the witness said that 
the Bowers were fairly large butchers. The 
meat, he considered, was unfit for pig-feed- 
ing, as they would contract the disease 
through its consumption. The shed was 
fitted up for hanging meat. 

The Justice said that, having regard to 
the wording of Ahe summons, he did not see 
how a case against Edward Bowers could be 
sustained; but William was in a different 
category, as the meat had been found in his 
possession and on his premises. 

Mr. Rogan corroborated, and expressed 
the opinion that the meat was intended for 
sale as human food. 

The Justice said that private pig 
houses should not be allowed, and he hoped 
that when the new abattoir was provided the 
Corporation would close down all private 
slaughter-houses. 
James Quinn, Belfast, examined for the 
defence, said that he sold two animals to 
Edward Bowers for £9 in the Dublin Cattle 
Market, but he could not say if they were 
diseased. : ] 

Edward Bowers said that he did not buy 
cattle for his brother. As far as he could 
see, the two animals which he had bought 
were not diseased. He took some cattle to 
Carroll’s yard, and on Monday he killed one 
of the animals, which was tubercular. His 
brother knew nothing about the beast, which 
he sold to another man for pig-feeding. 
Another animal which he subsequently killed 
was also tubercular. He made arrangements 
to dispose of the beast to a pig-feeder, but 
before it was removed it was seized. by the 
Corporation inspectors. When he discovered 
the meat was tubercular he did not intend 
it for human food. 3 

PREVIOUS CONVICTION. 
Cross-examined, the witness admitted that 
on a previous occasion he had been fined £20 
for a simllar offence. The defence he then 
made was that the meat was intended for 
pig -feeding. 
Edward Quinn, Clanbrassil street, a pig- 
feeder, said that he bought a tubercular beast 
from Edward Bowers to feed his pigs. On 
a subsequent occasion he bought another 
animal from him for a similar purpose, and 
took the carcases from Carroll’s yard. 
Daniel Carroll, plasterer and contractor, 
said that He had the shed in which the meat 


had been found rented from Mr. Bowers, 
and witness used it as a plaster-making 
department. 

William Bowers denied knowledge of the 


meat being in the shed.

CENSORSHIP BILL, 


THE REV. FATHER DOMINIC 


AND THE REFORMERS. 


The Rev. Father Dominic, O.F.M., Cork, 
ex-Provincial, discussed the Free State Cen- 
sorship Bill: in an address delivered at the 
Franciscan Church, Wexford, yesterday. 

He began by recommending the use of 
good papers in the home, Pa went on to 
say that centuries ago Reformers, who de- 
clared that the Catholic Church was wrong, 
tried to spread their gospel, synonymous 
with the use of fire and sword, rack and 
gibbet, death and massacre, and the exter- 
mination, if possible, of all who opposed them 
and held on to their faith. The Reformers, 
who, with fire and sword, shed men’s blood, 
had perished by the sword, and Christ’s 
words had been verified in them. 

At the present time there was a Censorship 
Bill on the way to the Statute Book, and its 
end and purpose was to protect the physical 
health and moral well-being of the nation. 
It was to be noted that the only opponents 
of the bill were the descendants or patrons 
of the Reformers. They shrieked for liberty, 
but the fire-and-sword gospellers did not give 
much liberty. They shrieked for liberty 
which was no other than licence. Under tho 
plea of poetry and art; the fire-and-sword 
gospel had developed into unbridled licence 
of the mere natural animal man, whose reli- 
gious persuasion meant, in practice, com- 
plete ignorance of every religious duty and 
obligation—ignorance even of natural law 
and what its observance meant. 

The fire-and-sword gospel of to-day was 
the gospel of free love, of divorce. They 
had that gospel explained to them Sunday 
after Sunday by the foreign. publications 
which were dumped on their shores. They 
heard the Gospel of Christ in the church, 
and later they were presented with a conv 
of the modern gospel by newsagents who 
wanted their money. That modern gospel, if 
thev read it, would lessen by degrees their 
spirit of devotion, would make curiosity and 
passion, would undermine their faith, wonld 
make them and their children degenerates, 
and: supporters of moral degenerates, 
sersualists and blatant writers. 

Father Dominic advised the people to keep 
aloof from newsagents who sold bad litera- 
ture, hecause they were renegades to their 
country, and were sacrificing by their traffic 
the morality and faith of their countrymen, 
and imitating the fire-and-sword gospellers 
of the past.

Mr. Bewley opened the case for the 
Attorney-General, and said that the view of 
the Attorney-General was that he was a 
trustee for the public, and that as such 
trustee he was bound to inquire rigorously 
and minutely into any private claims made 
against the interest of the public. If he 
did not do so he would not be performing his 
duty as trustee. It was not a question of 
bias or confiscation or anything of that sort ; 
it was a question of seeing that when a 
private interest was sought to be upheld to 
the exclusion: of the public that private in- 
terest should be proved up to the hilt, and 
that it should be shown that that private 
interest rested on a legal basis. If the 
plaintiffs were to establish their title to a 
several fishery in tidal waters they must 
prove that a several fish in these -tidal 
waters existed in the Crown not later than 
the reign of Henry II., or that it existed in 
some other person who did, in fact derive, 
or who could, in law and in fact, have derived 
his title from the Crown. They must, in 
other words, have the fact or the possibility 
of a title in the Crown before the death of 
Henry II. After that date it was, of course, 
made impossible by Magna Charta. If it was 
shown historically that the Crown did not, 


in fact, appropriate the several fishery 
before the death of Henry II., or if 
it could not historically have appro- 


riated it before the death of Henry II., 
here could now be no such private right 
to the fishery; there could be no several 
fishery at the present day; and, a fortiort, 
if it was shown that there was not, in fact, 
any exclusive user or exclusive possession of 
a several fishery for any person whatever 
until a date long after Magna Charta, there 
could certainly be no several fishery at the 
present time. Counsel quoted a number of 
authorities in support of his submissions. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
adjourned until to-day. 


A 17-YEAR-OLD VOTER. 
SEQUEL TO CLARE ELECTION, 


The matter came before the Court, on a 
case stated, of a prosecution in which Bridget 
Cunningham, of Killanena, Caher, Feakle, Co. 
Clare, was summoned with having voted at a 
Dail election in 1927 while under age. The 
Attorney-General, at the suit of Superinten- 
dent Liam Mooney, Killaloe, was named as 
complainant and Bridget Cunningham as de- 
fendant. . 

Mr. Dermot, Gleeson, District Justice in 
the case stated, set out:—“ This is a case 
stated by me, the District Justice, sitting at 
Tuamgraney District Court on 4th February, 
1928, on my own initiative, pursuant to Sec- 
tion 83 of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924. 
The defendant, Bridget Cunningham, who re- 
sides at Killanena, Caher, Feakle, Co. Clare, 
was charged at Tuamgraney District Court on 
3rd December, 1927, that she did at Dooglaun, 


at an election of Teachtai Dail to the Dail of 
Saorstat Eireann, knowing that she was at 
the time prohibited from voting at such elec- 
tion, contrary to No. 38 of 1923, Section 9, 
The facts proved or admitted are as follows: 
The defendant, Bridget Cunningham, is aged 
17 years, having been born on 9th March, 
1910. She was, however, duly registered as 
an elector, and her name appears on the 
Register of Electors. An election was held 
for the return of members to serve in Dail 
Eireann on 15th September, 1927. The de- 
fendant voted at the said election at the 
olling booth at Dooglaun National School, 
ome the booth appointed for the polling of 
persons on the portion of the Register on 
which her name, appeared. She was not 
challenged in any way before voting, but.sub- 
sequently the Civic Guard on duty at the 
booth took her name and address. I found 
as a fact, after hearing the defendant, that 
she was aware at the time of recording her 
vote that she was under the age of 21 years. 
I also found, assuming that she was in point 
of law prohibited from voting within the 
meaning of Section 9 of the Electoral Abuses 
Act, 1923, that she was not aware and did 
not believe that she was committing any 
offence by voting. She had previously ascer- 
tained that her name was on the Register. 
“The following questions of law arose, or 
were considered, by me—(1) At the sios! 
hearing. the Superintendent of the Civic 
Guards produced and handed in a certificate 
of the Returning Officer as proof that an elec- 
tion had been held. On the final adjudica- 
tion, the State Solicitor, on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, submitted the opinion that 
the production of the orignal writ was neces- 
sary, I was of opinion, having regard to the 
combined operation of the Corrupt and Illegal 
Practices Act, 1883, Section 53(3) and the Elec- 
toral Abuses Act, 1923, Section 57 (2) that I was 
entitled to accept the certificate of the 
returning officer as sufficient proof, and 
accordingly did so. (2) It was submitted on 
behalf of the Attorney-General that once the 
Court came to the conclusion, as in this case, 
fhat the defendant knew she was under the 
age of 21 years at the time of voting that a 
conviction must follow, since every person 
must be presumed to know the law. For the 
purpose of considering this point I assumed 
that on the particular facts she was pro- 
hibited in law from voting within the mean- 
ing of Section 9. I was, owever, of _— 
that for the purpose of a conviction it was 
necessary for the Court to be satisfied that 
the defendant knew that persons under the 
age*of 21 years were prohibited from voting 
even if their names appeared on the register. 
I took the view, especially from the words 
in the section, ‘whether by this or any 
other Act,’ that the section might be con- 
strued as creating a statutory exception to 
the general rule that ignorance of the law is 
not an answer to a prosecution of this nature. 
I further took the view that, since the 
statute appeared open to that construction, 
and was a penal one, I was bound to so 
construe it in the defendant’s favour. 
Accordingly, on this point, I dismissed the 
prosecution on the merits. 
“The opinion of the Court is therefore 
sought on the following questions of law:— 
(1) As to whether I was right in law in 
holding that the certificate of the returning 
officer was sufficient proof of the holding of 
the election referred to in the summons; (2) 
as to whether I was right in law in holding 
that, for the purpose of a conviction, it was 
necessary for the Court to be satisfied that 
the defendant at the time of voting knew she 
was committing an offence in law, or whether 
the proof was complete if the Court found 
that she knew she was under the age of 2] 


ears. 
út The following additional points are 
respectfully submitted, should the Court find 
it necessary or convenient to determine them : 
(1) As to whether the defendant, on the 
facts found, was in law prohibited from 
voting within the meaning of Section 9 of 
the Electoral Abuses Act, 1923; and (2) as 
to whether, in the alternative, she may have 
been guilty of an illegal practice within the 
meaning of Section 10 (1) of the same Act.” 
The Court, after deliberation, answered 
“yes” to the first question. Replying to 
No. 2 the Court unanimously found that the 
district justice was right in law in holding 
that, for the purposes of a conviction, it was 
necess for the Court to be satisfied that 
the defendant at the time of voting knew 
she was prohibited from voting. The Court 
expressed no opinion on the additional ques- 
tions submitted.

(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
appeared on behalf of the Attorney-General. 
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tively, that the plaintiff was guilty of con- 
tributory negligence. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
questions left by the trial judge to the jury, 
if answered in their entirety, would not ¢de- 
termine the issues between the parties; that 
he was wrong in charging the jury in the 
first instance on the question of negligence, 
and telling the jury that he would charge 
them on the question of damages, if it be- 
came necessary; that he improperly rejected 
evidence tendered by the plantiff and mis- 
directed the jury; and that the judge’s 
charge was insufficient and misleading.

Mr. Maguire, K.C., concluding his argu- 
ment for the appellant, again stated. that 
his submission was that the answers given 
by the jury to the questions left to them 
were inconclusive, and that the trial of the 
case was unsatisfactory.

JUDGE AND A “ WRETCHED

Dodd. He sent Kinlan on the same after- 
noon for the money when he found that the 
horse which he backed had won. Kinlan 
did not get the money. 
Kinlan also gave evidence, and submitted 
that the betting transaction was legal. 
' The jury found the prisoners guilty. 
Judge Davitt said that considerable time 
had been occupied inquiring into that 
wretched case. The. prisoners showed 
remarkable ability in the conduct of the case, 
and he only regretted that they did not turn 
their energies to useful work. He would 
Impose a suspensory sentence of six months’ 
imprisonment with hard labour on each of 
the prisoners, but they would not have to 
serve the sentence if they behaved themselves.

DISTRICT JUSTICE’S COMMENT 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 


Further evidence was given in the adjourned 
case against James Dunne, a driver employed 
by the Irish Omnibus Company, for having 
on August 14th last driven his “bus in a 
dangerous manner at Grattan Crescent, Inchi- 
core. The ‘bus collided with a motor car, the 
roperty of Mr. Arthur Brown, of the Curragh 
amp, and in which the owner and Captain 
Moloney, of the Free State’ Army, were 
driving at the time. 

The *bus, according to evidence already 
given, skidded on the roadway, which was 
wet, and collided with and damaged Mr. 
Brown’s car, injuring both occupants, 

Mr. Robinson, giving evidence of damage 
to the motor car, said that the road when 
+} wet would be very dangerous, the surface 
being very smooth. 

The Justice, dismissing the charge, said 
that according to the evidence Grattan 
Crescent was extremely dangerous on wet 
days—a condition due to the material of 
which the road was made and the rain. It 
was the first time James Dunne had driven 
over the road, and for that reason the charge 
against him would be dismissed. The ques- 
tion remained as to whether the owner of an 
omnibus or other vehicle being driven on a 
road which the owner knew to be dangerous 
might not be liable to civil and criminal con- 
Sequences if an accident of a serious nature, 
as in the present instance, occurred. He quite. 
agreed with his colleague, Mr. Collins, when he: 
said that, if the. public demanded that those 
vehicles be driven at a dangerous rate, they 
could not expect that a motor "bus could be 
driven with as much safety or as slowly as a 
perambulator, or, as he (Mr. Cussen) would 
say, a bath chair. No one, however, could 
say that a bath chair could or, would be 
driven in safety on a road with a surface 
like that at Grattan Crescent. At the same 
time, he would say that, in the case of the
